Nor can anybody make London be- 
lieve that every American man here is 
not @ millionaire, The newspapers teem 
with descriptions of Americans and ac- 
counts of what they are doing. The 
great hotels—Claridge’s, the Savoy, the 
Carlton, the New Ritz—are the centers 
of this feverish interest in Americans. 
If you believe the newspapers, every 
American in these hotels is about as 
wealthy as Croesus and Midas, as ali 
the Rothschilds. The truth is, that the 
vast majority of these Americans first 
learn that they are millionaires from 
the London newspapers, 

Claridge’s is the only hotel where an

When the 
Vanderbilts, the William Rockefellers 
and the Marshal Fields were staying 
at Claridge’s last year they summoned 
the manager and told him that they 
would leave immediately if anything 
more about their doings in the hotel 
appeared in the newspapers.

They lay siege to his hotel and try to 
ambuscade him in the halls or in, the 
street. Art dealers rush over from 


Paris bearing priceless works of art to 
the American millionaires; jewelers tote 
jewels worth a king's ransom to them 
all day long, and younger sons of the 
aristocracy tout to them for dealers’ 
alleged antiquities. Needy dowagers 
roll up to the hotels in hired car- 
riages, push their way into private sit- 
ting rooms and propose audacious 
schemes to chaperon thee millionaires’ 
wives in the most exclusive society. 
Young Vanderbilt received an average 
of 400 ng letters a day last year. 

The old furniture factories in York- 
shire and Belgium are now working 
overtime turning out treasures for 
American millionaires. Of these, the 
most popular this season is the chair 
in which King Charles I sat during his 
trial by Parliament. Three thousand of 
chairs have been sold already.

“The French laboring people,’’ he 

says, ‘“‘may look forward calmly to the 
solution of the social problem by revo- 
lution not later than 1910. Three mil- 
lions of French votes will be behind the 
program of. capitalist appropriation by 
that time, if not earlier. The continua- 
tion of middle-class government of 
whatever kind will no longer be permit- 
ted. 
‘Matters will have arrived at such a 
pass then that the Government itself 
will be driven into a corner. That will 
provoke an immediate struggle, for nat- 
urally the Government in its defense 
will call on the army. But when the 
order to fire comes the army will re- 
volt and not a gun will be trained in 
the direction commanded.”’

HOUSE OF LORDS.

LONDON, June 9.—The labor members 
of Parliament and the ministerialists 
are very indignant at the House of 
Lords for killing the first labor bill, 
providing that in,times of labor disputes 
no foreign workingmen should be 
brought to England.

of Lords it stirred protests from every 
side.

Emperor Francis Joseph spared no ef- 
fort to divest Emperor William’s com- 
ing of political importance. In fact, 
the arrangements for excessive privacy 
during the latter’s stay at Schoenbrunn, 
ihough ostensibly in accord with the 
imperial visitor’s desires, are regarded 
here as a deliberate snub and discour- 
agement to Germany's restless pov.en- 
tale. .

IN TRUST FIGHT 


New Zealand Premier Angry 
Over Price of the Food 
Staples,

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, June 


9.—Mr. Seddon, the Premier, says’ the 
cost of living in the colony has become 
so serious owing to the action of the 
“trusts” that he hopes to see the gov- 
ernment adopt further measures in the 
direction of Socialism. 

He ‘states in an interview that the 
fish combine only permits a _ certain 
quantity of fish to be placed on the mapr- 
ket, the surplus being thrown back into 
the sea, in order to. keep up prices. 
For this reason blue cod caught in New 
Zealand waters is actually sold cheaper 
in Australia than in the colony. 

Similarly, owing to the meat com- 
bines, the Roors of London can ‘get 
New Zealand lamb, mutton and beef 
superior to that retailed in the colony at 
less. than the rtail price charged here. 
here. 

“‘We will shortly fix the price of coal 
to the consumers by means of the State 
mines,”’- he adds. ‘‘We are about to fix 
the rent payahjle by the worker by 
means/of. the Workers’ Dwellings Act, 
and-we have fixed the fire and accident 
insurance premiums by means of Stated 
insurance offices. The success of prev- 
ious experiments Impels me to the con- 
clusion that the simplest, most econom- 
ical, and surest way of dealing with the 
trusts is to open fish markets and meat 
markets, and fix the maximum rates 
payable by the consumers.”

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


In a statement published Thursday, Charles J. 
Armour “admitted” that “agitation in cdénnection 
with President Roosevelt’s crusade” means a loss to 
$150,000,000 to the packing combination, in which 
the Armours are reputed the leading spirits. The 
falling-off in meat consumption reported both in 
the United States and in England as a result of Fed- 
eral investigation in Chicago, is manifestly heavy. It 
comes at a time when the change from a winter diet 
of meat to a summer diet of vegetables is natural 
and in the interests of public health, regardless of 
the quality of meat. The admission of $150,000,000 
lost seems intended as a protest against further in- 
vestigation, and the figures can be taken only for 
what they are worth in that connection. But it 
publicity, with the law still unenforced by official 
authority, can impose such a penalty as this on mo- 
nopoly, the moral is that the conditions which made 
the “agitation” or “erusade” possible, are no safer 
for the Beef Trust than they are for the public. The 
so-called “crusade” on the part of the President has 
been nothing more than a single concession to a pub-, 
lic sentiment which in this case, as in every other, 
has shown itself radically hostile to the existence as 
well as to the methods of such combinations as the 
Beef Trust. Those who think, after such demonstra- 
tions, that monopoly combinations can be perpetu- 
ated and made permanent in the United States, are 
irrational as well as unreasonable. 


John D. Rockefeller landed in England on Wednes- 
day and the “Bureau of Publicity” sent back by cable 
the news that he had been “the most affable and 
democratic” passenger on the steamer. He an- 
nounced on landing that the world is growing better, 
that religion and education will set things right and 
that “the greatest man is one who does most for 
humanity.” This was not intended as a compliment 
to Attorney-General Hadley of Missouri, who, as a 
religious educator, may have done something for 
humanity which makes a rest in Europe seem de- 
sirable. at this particular time for the head of the 
Standard Oil Co. Nor was it intended for the author 
of the highly educational report on the Chicago 
Stockyards, which has convinced many that the 
world is growing better, with large opportunities for 
further improvgment, to be realized by religion and 
education as soon as possible. 


The King amd Queen of Spain so far recovered 
from the shock of the anarchist attempt to murder 
them as to be able to attend a great bullfight, given 
in their honexy, with all Madrid present to enjoy it 
with them. Probably it did not occur to them that 
the seite spirit of unnecessary cruelty and destruc- 
tiveness, illustrated in hunting bulls penned up to be 
killed for amusement, is also illustrated in the at- 
‘tempts.of anarchist assassins to mur@r kings and 
queens. It ought to be apparent to common sense 
that a King and Queen, who, after being hunted by 
an insane criminal, pretend to pleasure in seeing a 
eaptive bull hunted and slaughtered, are promoting 
both insanity and crime. But it is not so in Spain 
or anywhere else, until common sense is educated 
and civilized. 


At its meeting in Indianapolis on Wednesday, tie 
National Association of American Brewers published 
statistics showing that the production of beer in 
the United States increases four times faster than 


the increase of population. The question of whether 


this increasing consumption of beer as a “mild ‘and 
soothing” stirMulant leads to a decreasing consump- 
tion of th® stronger intoxicants is an interesting one. 
Since 1896, the total production of all distilled 
liquors has increased from 89,000,000 gallons to over 
118,000,000, The increase in the total consumption 
of all intoxicants, including fermented as well as 
distilled liquors, has been from 1,179,000,000 gallons in 
1896 to the rate of 1,700,000,000 for the present year, 
estimated on the averages of twentieth century con- 
sumption for four years. At this rate, we will 
be consuming two thousand million gallons of stim- 
ulants annually. Even when we have reached the 
hundred million mark in population, this will give 20 
gallons a head, or a hundred gallons to the family, 
annually. It seems from these figures that if we 
‘eonnect the strenuous life with stimulants we are 
not likely to suffer for lack of stimulation.

The special point made by Gregory 
Maxim is that revolution in Russia is not over and 
that it did not fail with the failure of the Baltic 
Republic. This is fairly well understood in thé

eentury at least to accomplish the ends already de- 
fined in the demands of the Duma on the Czar. They 
are the ends, not of Nihilism, Anarchy, Communism 
or any other merely revolutionary ism, but of civ- 
ilization itself. Hence they will be accomplished by 
their own inherent powers of evolution. Violent 
revolution went backwards in the Baltic provinces, 
as it generally does, but the evolution of which vio- 
lent revolution is sometimes a symptom never goes 
backwards anywhere.

MR. BRYAN’S CHANCE, 

Mr. Bryan can have the next Democratic nomina- 
tion if he wants it—that may be regarded as settled. 
But while nominations may be determined by grand- 
stand plays, reconciliation tableaux and hysterical 
demonstrations, an election is different.

tion and the Democratic leaders in Congress have 
lashed Mr. Roosevelt. vA 

As no compromise with the Socialistic Yaddists 
will unite both the extreme radicals and the sane, 
sensible citizens under Mr. Bryan’s banner, so no 
race with Mr. Roosevelt on the road to paternalism 
will attract to Mr. Bryan’s candidacy either the 
genuine Democrats or the conservative Republicans. 

What we need in this country is not so much a 
spectacular reunion of the Democratic elements as a 
revival of genuine Democratic principles. If Mr. 
Bryan is capable of seeing the error of his former 
ways as exemplified by Mr. Roosevelt’s policy of 
Federal interference in everything that attracts his 
combative impulses, regardless of constitutional 
principles, he is on a pathway which will appeal to 
the sound elements of all parties. If ne has come to 
realize the necessity of calling a halt on the Roose- 
veltian confusion of the functions of the Federal 
government with the functions of State governments 
and the functions of all government with the fune- 
tions of individual citizens, there is a chdnce for 
him to make a winning campaign. 

If Mr. Bryan will attack the predatory alliance 
between the Republican party and the corporations 
by which profitable privileges are exchanged for 
eampaign slush funds; if he will pledge himself to 
check the Federal busybody tendencies of the Roose- 
velt administration and to maintain the distinction 
between the things which belong to the Federal gov- 
ernment, the things which belong to the State gov- 
ernments and the things which belong to the indi- 
vidual citizen, he will put himself on the high road to 
successful and valuable publie service and will erect 
a standard which will attract all the soundly Dem- 
ocratic elements in the country who still cherish the 
fundamental principles of our republican government. 
Not only is it important to destroy the evils which 
afflict the country, but it is important to destroy 
them in a way which will not invite worse evils. 
Mr. Bryan has a chance. That chance does not 
lie in throwing sops to crazy theorists, in catching 
the politicians who are seeking the advantages of a 
reunited organization, or in trying to entrap the 
extremists of radicalism and conservatism with 
shifty compromises, but in making a fearless and 
vigorous fight for sound Democratic principles, 
Paternalistic tinkering and privileged plundering 
offer a fair field for a winning Democratic campaign.

“OPEN SESAME.” 

The “right to get” is not only a rigit, but a duty, 
as everybody knows from the orators at the comM- 
mencement exercises who have not yet experimented 
at all, to the paupers in the poorhouses who have 
experimented up to the point of total failuresin ex- 
ercising the right and doing the duty. 

The public mind in the United States is agitated 
now not with the question of the right to get, but 
of the wrong in getting. It is trying to draw the 
line between these two things, so that every man 
may get his due, no more, no less. 

No line of this kind was drawn at the banquet of 
the Chicago Grain Dealers’ Association, by Mr. W. 
J. Calhoun, the orator of the day, when he said: 
“You have a right to what you can.get by superior 
genius, industry or capital.” 

The first surface trouble with this is that. Mr. 
Calhoun used the wrong word. He did not say: 
“You have a right to what you can produce or ¢re- 
ate by superior genius, industry or capital,’' but to 
what you can “get.” ce 

This is a loose use of words, but it is also some- 
thing worse than that. It is a result of a sustained 
habit of “lining up” mere getters with producers, 
with those who use industry, genius or capital or all 
three combined, not to “get” 
others, but to produce for others something that did 
not exist before. 

Men who bet on the market, who buy and sell op- 
tions on the necessaries of life, may get each his 
million or more by “superior industry, genius or cap- 
ital.” After having done so, each one of them, with 
his million in hand, may impose as far as he can 
on genius, industry and-honesty in business by com- 
bining with others to control as necessary capital 
all he and they together have “got” without creating 
exchanging anything, 
“getting” what does 


something away from 


anything, producing anything, 
or doing anything more than 
not belong to them. 

This is so clear that Mr. Calhoun attempted to 
evade it afterwards. He “hedged,” or attempted 
to do so, by saying that the right of one man to 
get all he can in this way, must be exercised with 
due respect to the equal right of every other man to 
take advantage of the same open opportunities if he 
can. | 

This was the rule in the cave of the Forty Thieves 
before Ali Baba first discovered it. Each robber re- 
spected the right of every other robber in the band 
to get all he could by superior genius, industry and 
capital. When Ali Baba learned to control the door 
of this cave by saying “Open Sesame,” he argued that, 
whatever had been the rules of honor among thieves, 
he had a right, by virtue of knowing the password, 
to get all he could out of ‘the cave, without regard 
to the claims of the Forty Thieves or the original 
owners. 

In the logic of the Forty Thieves, of Ali, Baba and 
of Mr. Calhoun, 
ers, the flaw is apparent, and it is clear that how-

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Unsinkable Ships Being Built—Moving Pictures Show Growing Plants—Salt From ae 
Ocean— Paper From Various Materials. : 


SHIPS WHICH WILL NOT SINK. 

Some interesting experiments have been conducted 
at Kiel during the past few days in the practical 
testing of insubmersible steamers. The operations 
were conducted in the presence of some of the chief 
naval authorities and the leading representatives of 
the great German shipping and shipbuilding com- 
panies. A cargo steamer built upon the insubmers!- 
ble pa@tent of the New Navigation Co. was fully 
loaded. and a crew was taken on board. Water 
was then let into the engine room until the water in 
the vessel rose to sea level. As the ship’s deck then 
remained still 18 inches above water, its insubmersi- 
bility was held to have been fully demonstrated. The 
company has now five of these steamers under con- 
struction. 





PAPER-MAKING MATERIAL PLENTIFUL. 

New materials from which paper can be made are 
continually being discovered. Recently pine waste 
has been successfully manufactured into that univer- 
sal substance without which so many features of 
modern civilization could hardly survive. Fine paper 
can be made from cornstalks and from rice straw. In 
addition to spruce, pine, fir, aspen, birch, sweet gum, 


cottonwood, maple, Cypress and willow trees all 
contain fiber suitable for the manufacture of paper. 
Hemp, cotton, jute, Indian millet and other fibrous 


plants can also be used for this purpose, so’ that 
there seems to be no danger of a dearth of paper. 


MOVING PICTURES OF GROWING PLANTS. 
The scientists in the Department of Agriculture 
are preparing to match in a practical way, by a 
néw application of ‘‘moving-picture’’ photographic 
apparatus, the miracle of the Hindu fakir who plants 
a seed and causes the tree, which springs from it, 
to grow and come to maturity before the eyes of 
spectators. Prof. Willett N. Hays, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, is preparing a series of unique 
stereopticon views with the idea that, in the near 
future, an “‘education train’’ shall be sent out to tour 
the country, to tell by ‘‘moving pictures’’ and lec- 
tures what the Government is doing for the farmers. 
To the human eye plants are’ motionless. Their 
life processes are s0 gradual that we observe the 
results, but not the action. Yet this action, this 


growth, can be reproduced by “moving pictures.” | 
If a succession of pictures of a quick-growing plant 
be taken at intervals—say, of one every hour—and 
are then run through a machine which throws them 
upon a screen at the rapid rate of 16 or more to the 
second, the plant photographed seems*to be growing 
before one’s eyes. | 

In two or three minutes the machine will throw on 
the screen the life history of a plant which may re- 
quire many weeks to mature. A cow pea, for ex- 
ample, is one of the most rapid growers of our lati- 
tude. Yet, after a pea is planted in a pot of earth, 
several days elapse before there is any sign of life. 
This interval is represented in the moving picture 
exhibition by several seconds. Then the first double- 
leaved shoot presses out of the ground. Two or three 
more days pass before these two leaves have shaken 
off their protecting envelope, and spread out. In the 
moving picture, a couple of seconds suffice to bring 
them to their full development. Then a third leaf is 
seen taking form between the other two. This spreads 
and grows before the eyes of the astonished 
spectator, followed by a fourth, a fifth, a stalk, in- 
creasing in girth and height, branches, more leaves 
and flowers. These are seen to fall, and-in their 
places the tiny seed pods take shape and grow. These 
ripen and are picked; the plant dries up and dies. 
It has all happened—all the changes of a season—in 
three minutes.

MAKE SALT FROM THE OCEAN. 
All the salt produced in California is obtained by 
evaporation from ocean water, there being but few 
salt springs or wells. Probably not less than @ 
large salt plants are in operation around the lower 
arm of San Francisco Bay. It is estimated that the 
total output of salt per year in Alameda County alone 
reaches 100,000 tons; while not less than 50,000 tons 
are annually produced in other parts of the State. 
The salt produced from sea water has no superior 
in the world, in strength and purity. There is every 
grade produced, down to the very finest table salt, 
by certain refining. processes. The salt output of 
California is shipped to the Northern States of the 
Pacific Coast, British Columbia, Mexico, Central and 
South America, Hawaii, Japan, Russia and even the

HROUGHOUT the land there has 
been advertised for six months 
Kentucky’s great gathering of 
her absent sons and daughters—Home- 
Coming Week, June 13 to 17—and the 
Commercial Club, under whose auspices 
the campaign has been conducted, is 
happy over the promise of success. 
' From North, East, South and West, 
from Europe, from the Philippines, from 
China and from Japan have come ac- 
ceptances to the invitations sent out by 
the local body until it is now estimated 
that there will be at least 50,000 native 
, Kentuckians, now residents of other 
_ States, in Louisville during next week. 
And in making this estimate the truth 
is in no wise being tampered with, for 
the reason that over 70,000 acceptances 
have been received by the committee, 
and it is deemed reasonable to assume

that 50,000 of this number will be in at- 
tendance during the five days’ festivi- 
ties. 

While Louisville will be the host-city, 
all Kentucky will join in the welcome 
to her returning sons and daughters. 
Gov. Beckham has appointed a com- 
missioner from every county in the 
State to open headquarters in the New 
Armory, to receive and register former 
citizens. Assurances have come from 
every ‘quarter of the old Common- 
wealth that Louisville will have the 
heartiest co-operation in the more than 
pleasing role of entertainer. The rail- 
roads have acted in the same friendly 
spirit by giving a one fare for the 
round trip, and today there is fear that 
there will be a car famine.

Chicago Judge Vents Wrath 
Over Case of Hair in 
Pancakes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 9.—‘'In the matter of 
divorce Lilinois is second only to South 
Dakota.”” This odious comparison was 


made by Judge Willard M. McEwan, 
who tries numerous divorce cases in 
Chicago, 

“The system is lax, making it easy to 
obtain a divorce,’’ the judge continued. 
“and because of defaults and other con- 
ditions it is hard for a court to detect 
fraud. The courts, as a result, are 
continually imposed upon as the impres- 
sion seems to prevail that anything re- 
garding a divorce is right and legal 
in this State, more especially in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

Judge McEwan’s ire has been aroused 
by the case of Arthur T. Robertson, 
who sued his wife for divorce, alleg- 
ing that she had been “‘cruel’’ to him 
because she put ringlets of her own 
hair in his pancakes. Judge Mc- 
Ewan refused a divorce until other 
evidence was produced or a precedent 
cited showing that placing ringlets in 
pancakes constitutes “cruelty.’’ 

Robertson’s attorney, James H. Burr, 
quietly transferred the case to Judge 
Gary. The pancake episode was not 
mentioned and the court granted a de- 
cree on other grounds. Learning of 
this Judge Ewan has held Attorney 
Barr in contempt and debarred him 
from practicing before him for 60 days, 
while Mrs. Lucy Hines, a stenographer 
employed in the case, has been excluded 
permanently from Judge McEwan's 
tribunal,

Great Feats of Athletics. 


Robert Edgren’s interview with the Olympian champien, Martin Sher- 
idan, quotes the )atter’s allusion to the three famous jumps of the Ossianic 
hero,/Finn Mac Cumhal, To many it may be news that the Irish of the old- 
est Ways bore a close similitude to the Greeks in the belief that the body 
has a glory, as well ag the intellect and spirit, and should alike be devel- 
oped. Ireland was familiar to the Greeks at a very early period, an eld 
Gaelic poem on Lech Garman, now barbarized into Wexford, states that it 
was “a great market place for the foreign Greeks, where gold and noble 
clothes were wont to be.” | 

The kinship of the brain and brawn of both countries will be made ap- 
parent by the statement that as late as the first half of the seventh century 
all knowledge of Greek may be said to have died out on the continent and 
had elsewhere almost vanished, when such a man as Gregory the Great was 
absolutely ignorant of it, yet in Ireland a wide knowledge of Greek learn- 
ing held sway in the very center of the Bog of Allen, not far distant from 
thhe birthplace of Martin Sheridan. 

Similar to the three great Greek festivals, the Olympic, the Nemean, and 
Isthynian, the Irish had those of Tailtin, Cruachain and Carman. The Olym- 
pic games were held every fifth year, forming the Olympiad. The Trish 
games were annual events, those of Tailtin being held a fertnight before 
Lughnasa (August) an da fortnight after. It was the great event of the 
summpr half of -the year, which extended from Bealteinne (May) to Sam- 
hain @November), the Irish year being thermometric rather than astron- 
omical. . 

ESTABLISHED BY A McKINLEY. 

The tTailtin games were established by Lugh Lamhfada, who reigned in 
freland qenturies before the sound of Patrick's bells were heard there. He 
was the master of many arts. In Irish literature he is called the Idana, 
The Man of Many Sciences, to signify his accomplishments as a warrior 
and a man of general knowledge. Some writers call him the Irish Zeus, 
while by others he is referred to as the Irish Hermes and Apollo, as he ex- 
celled among the doctors and lawyers of Erin. He was surnamed Lamh- 
fada—long-handed—and was famous for his mighty blows. His spear was 
one of the treasures of the Quatha de Danans. He was the son of Cian, the 
progenttor of the McKinley family, his mother being Ethlenn, only daughter 
of the Formarici King Balor of the Mighty Blows. He was brought up at 
the caurt of Manannan, after whom the Isle of Man is called. He instituted 
the Tailtin games in honor of his foster mother Tailte, who shares with 
Athena of the Greeks the honor of having her name associated with na- 
tional giimes. The Panathenaea with its variety of games and contests 
has its, parallel in those of Tailtin. The Olympic festival was 
donfined .to Greece, but the Irish festival had its counterpart on the 
continent at Lughdunun (Lyons) on the Rhone, the festival there 
every first of August, in honor of the deified Augustus, simply superseding 
an older feast held on that day in honor of Lugh, who gave his name to 
the city. T\be tournament of eloquence which Caligula ordered to take 
place there farmed simply the Gallo-Roman continuation of the earlier Irish 
feast which had its origin previous to the advent of the Romans, 

The games were established to last as long as sovereignity belonged to 
Tara, the place where the Lia Fail (the Stone of Destiny) now forming part 
of the coronation chair at Westminster, was placed, but it was ordered that 
at Tailtin it should permanently remain. They consisted of manly sports 
and pastimes, one of the characteristics being horse racing, which calls to 
mined the racing near the tomb of Patroclus, for which Achilles provided 
prizes. The Grecian poets of that day were as reluctant to give Hector 
the honor of defeating Patroclus as Georgianna was in according honor to 
Sheridan. 

The Tailtin games were continued to the reign of the last monarch, Rod- 
eric O’Conor, in 1168, when they were celebrated in thd presence of the 
monarch and assembled chieftains, Their horses and cavalry were spread 
over a space extending from Mullach Aite to Mullach Taiten, covering a ter- 
titory about six and one-half miles, and as an illustration of the utter ab- 
sence of race suicide then prevailing, in one of the accounts it is recorded 
that among the contestants were “three fifties of King’s sons, hurling and 
learning feats of war.”’ The games like those of Greece were attended by 
the reigning monarch, and no Prince who failed to be present on the last 
day durst look forward to prosperity during the coming year. 

Tailtin is now englished into Telltown, and is situated between Navan 
and Kells, in Meath and Crunachin, where similar games were held, lies 
near Belanagare, Roscommon. The Carman games were next in importance 
to those of Tailtin, among the blessings promised the men of Leinster for 
participating were plenty of corn, fruits and milk, abundance of fish in their 
lakes and rivers, domestic prosperity and immunity from the yoke of any 
other province. On the other hand the evils to follow for the neglect of 
the games were to be failure and early grayness on them and their Kings. 

The Olympus of Greek mythology has his counterpart in Lugh and his 
son Cuculain, the Irish Achilles. The Irish mythologic cycle differs from 
the Greek in that it has retained a more ancient and rugged form, Its heroes 
are human and are not born of the gods. The literature of this period is 
the most interesting in Irish annals, its perusal in translated form, awak- 
ened in President Roosevelt an interest in Irish literature somewhat akin to 
that entertained by Napoleon for the poems of Ossian. Its virility is illus- 
trated in the race today. The descendants of Jupiter Olympus may be found 
in most American cities vending the succulent banana; those of the Im- 
perial Caesars presiding over bootblack stands, while the descendants of 
Lugh are found ag fit today as of yore, a fact exemplified a few weeks ago 
in an examination held by the New York Police Department when an Hi- 
bernian applicant was the only one who passed the physical examination 
with 100 per cent, all the more remarkable as only one other applicant out 
of 80,000 examined in recent years, came within 15 per cent of the maxi- 


mum.

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MEMPHILL'S GRIP.WRISTS FRE 





BY J: B. SHERIDAN. 
Watching that excellent ballplayer and 
unsuccessfu yet keen-eyed hitter, O’Bri- 
en, batting for the Ravens impels me 
to the belief that his ineffective hitting 
is to a large extent due to the “locking 


of the wrists,’’ a think abhorred in golf, 
yet general, perhaps unavoidable, in 
baseball and cricket. 

Golf calls for long and free and for 
short and sure hitting. The one thing 
that it always demands is that the 
wrists shall be free and not locked. 

This, because a mere twist of the 
wrist at the proper moment will add in- 
expressibly to the speed, distance and 
accuracy of the stroke. In golf wrists 
and eye are almost everything. I have 
noticed that some of the great free hit- 
ters of baseball, notably Delehanty and 
Lajoie, held and hold a baseball bat as a 
golfer holds a club, firmly in the last 
three fingers of the left hand, far down 
in the second joint of the other fingers 
of the left and the four of the right 
hand. 

If you grasp a club or bat firmly and 
full up in the “heart’’ of your hands 
you will find that it locks the joints of 
the wrists and you do not get any wrist 
action into your stroke. Hence it is the 
golfer seeking wrist action holds the 
club firmly in the last three fingers of 
the left hand and lets it drop down in 
the second gotnt of the other fingers.

Every man 
who has caught a baseball] fairly and 
pulled it over third base will remember 
how the bat seemed to bend under 
the weight of the ball and then, re- 
covering, toss it away swiftly... That 
means that the ball was well timed 
and met, that it did hang to the bat 
face for some 18 inches and was slung 
off it with a ‘‘zang’’ which meant cor- 
rect hitting, speed and distance.

But I 
have it in-my head that application of 
the wrist into the baseball stroke would 
help batting very much, especially in 
cutting balls to right field by right-hand- 
ers.

That this wrist twist helps tn all ways 
of hitting it is only necessary to remind 
the reader how Kid McCoy delivered his 
famous corkscrew knock-out.

of the wrist at the last moment did the 


work, 

Hitting with a free and loose wrist is 
as different from hitting with a locked 
wrist as running on your toes is from 
running flat-footed. 

Bumps and pushes and all such stiff 
wrist plays may have their place in 
haseball. but for a clean, driving, full- 
swing pulling, cutting and even (for 
bumping and pusting the wrist will 
help. For all these bumps, pushes, etc., 
are made in golf and the wrist goes in 
all of them. 

To get the wrist snap, ld the bat 
up in the last three fingers of the up- 
ner hand. then let it drop down and 


hold it tightly In the second joint of | 


the other six fingers. This will give you 
the full length of the phlanages of the 
hand to work as a lever. Thin-handled 
bats are easier to handle than thick nd 
heavv ones.

LONDON, June 9.—Walter Crane, G. 
S Street and others have undertaken 
the formation of an “Anti-Puritan 
League,” the object of which is to 
combat what they term “coercive Pu- 
ritanism.” 

“The Puritans,” they say, “although 
a small minority of the people of 
Fngland, have captured the London 
County Council, and it remains to be 
seen whether they will succeed in 
capturing the House of Commons.”

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., June 9. 

HAVE found the Wyckliff ‘“‘gang’’ for the Post-Dispatch. 
| The fact that this notorious bunch of so-called Outlaws was located 

with a buggy and team and interviewed in less than three days by a news- 
paper representative, though they have been ‘“‘scouting’’ three years and have 
been for three months eluding a horseback posse of 100 United States depu- 
ty marshals, possemen, fullblooded Indians and hounds, it is not necessarily 
a testimonial to the energy of the correspondent on the one hand nor is it 
Vidence of any lack of official vigilance on the other. It is simply a dem- 
onstration of an old truth. : 

The law has failed to Jay hands on these Indians because it is a foe. 
But a reporter has been able to interview them face to face in their strong- 
hold in the Spavinaw hill fastnesses because he went to him without hostile 
intent. 

One glance into the tangled thickness of the wooded hills where those In- 
dians have this rendezvous, and it ig easy to understand why they have 
“scouted” successfully for three years and may retain their liberty success- 
fully for an indefinite number of years longer. Not only nature assists them, 
but so far as my iInyestigation went the residents of the Cherokee Nation 
almost to a man—red, white and black alike, are full:of Wyckliff sympathy. 

There was but One thing to do, then, when I received orders to get the 
Indian side of the Wyckliff story. If I had doubts as to the possibility of” 


my carrying my message to Garcia, they were ,at least partially dispelled Be 


when I first laid the case before “Big Jim” Thompson, District Revenue In- 
spector.for the United States, with headquarters. at Tahlequah. He has. 
enough red. blood in his veins to make his heart throb for the hunted Wyck- 
liffs. 


THE GUIDE A SY MPATHIZER. 

“I'll take you to their people,” said pson, “and I'll let you shake 
‘hands with the boys _ themselves—maybe. You can see for yourselves when 
you have Heard the-full story that they areea hunted, persec uted, misused 
people, victims of a racial antagonism no lessy. than of the ambition of a carpet- 
bagging bunch of men with reputations to bylid as outlaw catchers. 

When I heard the testimony of red an@.awhite citizens of the nation 
throughout a three-days’ trip into the ro” snipe gepang area of the Chero- 
kee domain, 75 miles north and south by ww ide I had concluded that the 
Wyckliffs are as far from captivity today ag=three vears ago. 

Their stand against arrest represents, - perhaps ps, the last historic stand of 
the red man agatnst the encroachment of the white invader—an encroach- 
ment that dates from the year One of Indian history, when Columbus dis- 
covered America, and which promises to end with the final unwilling sub- 
mission of these Cherokees to the allotment of their lands. 

It is this thought that buoys and sustains the Wyckliff boys in their de- 
termination to resist arrest by United States marshals. They have been prom- 
ised by a chief of the Nighthawks, a full-blood Cherokee organization formed 
to resist the allotment of land and the inevitable wiping out of national ex- 
istence, that their laws shall be restored soon, and that the trial of their 
case shall be removed from Federal to Indian. jurisdiction. 


ON THE WYCKLIFF TRAIL. 
The ‘Wyckliff boys confessed through an interpreter to me, and it was 
one of my experiences to investigate first-hand one of these Nighthawk meet- 


With a buggy and stout, fleet spanof ponies, I set out last Monday noon 
‘with Thompson to do what the marshals had been unable to do with sad- 
die horses and dogs—find a band of bad Indians ina veritable jungle. 

A day's drive north from Tahlequah, over wheel-track roads, through an 
unending forest, brought us to the edge of a small flat expanse of probably 
1000 acres, known as Blackjack ‘Prairie. 

Here we drove into a field where a full-blood Cherokee was at practice 
with bow and arrow, shooting cornstalks at 110 yards. His bow was of Bo- 
doc, his string of squirrel hide and his arrows locust, tipped with long stee! 
heads. 

This Indian afterward introduced us to the Wyckliffs and acted as our. in- 
terpreter, He would be arrested and thrown into the United States Jail at 
Vinita for harboring outlaws if his identity were known. Hence. for obvious 
reasons, he shall be referred to by the fictitious name of Joe Darkhorse. 

Thompson stated our mission and our friendship and asked this Indian 
to go with us to Spavinaw Creek to See Ed Washbourne, an Indian upon 
whom Thompson relied for the desired information. Darkhorse stood with 
his chin on one end of his bow for a long while, thinking. 

“T cannot go,” he said at last, “but you go on away, try ‘Washbourne if 
you, will, and I will let you know by tomorrow night whether the Wyckliff 
boys will consent to see you. But, mind you, say nothing to anybody about 
vour mission. You might be followed, and I have already been suspected by 
the marshals of harboring the Wyckliffs.’’ 

A FULLBLOOD'S CLEVER RUSE. 

We placed more reliance in Washbdourne than in Darkhorse, and went 
away. We drove that night to Kansas, a small inland town of a dozen build- 
ines, where the United States marshals had made headquarters while hunt- 
ing the Wyckliffs. They were gone now, the Government reward had been 

reported withdrawn, and the posse of 100 deputies at $ a day had quit the 
field. 

Likewise the fullblood Indians had been taken of pay and had given up 
the search. Here we learned that it Was the general opinion that Redbird 
‘Smith, captain-chief of the Nighthawks, had worked a smooth ruse on 
United States Marshal Darrough. Probably 50 to 100 fullbloods had been ar- 
rested and thrown into Jail at Vinita since the Gilstrap killing, March 11, 
charged with harboring and feeding the outlaws, Finally Redbird said to 
the Marshal: “Liberate my people and we will go Into the field to hunt the 
Wryekliffa. We can find them better than the marshals.’ 

Marshal Darrough of the northern district of Indian Territory jumped at 
this offer, and besides liberating all the suspected fullbioods two or three 
weeks ago, gave each of them $% a day and horse hire, or $6.50 with horse, 
to patrol the timbered hills. 


The Nighthawks rode the big roads, the hill story has it, and were con- 
tent to draw their $6.50 till a short time ago they were paid off. Their liber- 
ty from Jail was retained, and every friend of the Wyckliff_fs up the Spavinaw 
hills is chuckling slyly and saying to the loyal ones: “Didn't old Redbird 
work it pretty slick on Darrough!"

En route back, interestingly enough, we passed the fresh-made graye of 
Aggie Fencer, oldest Cherokee woman, who died and was buried a few days 
before, claiming the age of 104 years.» She was revered as “the mother of the 
nation,’ though she was disliked by Nighthawks on account of her steadfast 
resignation to the inevitable and her persistent advice that there was no hope 
for her people; that the white man had always had the advantage of the 
Indian, and that the Cherokees must consent to the allotment of their lands. 

Tom Grider advised us that Louls and Jim Wyckliff would be at a stomp 
dance Tuesday night, at the lilinols River stomp grounds, if they had crosseq 
the Saline Creek before the rise, and at his suggestion we decided to ag.

PROBLEM FOR PARENTS 





Early Trips Only Brief Exploits 
by Railroaf, Steamers 
Came Later. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 
LIVERPOOL, June 9.—Stanley Con- 
dor, a 12-year-old boy of Seacombe, was 
taken before a Magistrate here, charged 
with traveling across the Atlantic with- 
out a ticket. His entire journey as a 
stowaway and train-jumper covered 

quite 10,000 miles. 

This is the climax of a remarkable 
series of free journeys accomplished by 
the lad during the last 12 months. His 
first ride of this kind was under the 
guard’s van of an express train run- 
ning to Derby. On 11 other occasions 
he has run away from home and trav- 
eled free to Preston, Manchester and 
Bradford. He is said to be a bright 
pupil, and is a quiet, unimpressive 
looking lad. 

Two months ago his parents were 
‘quietly conferring with the authorities 
about him. He was not vicious, but 
something had to be done to correct his 
roaming habit. It was decided to ap- 
prentice him-to..a- Canadian farmer.’ 
Stanley, unaware of this plan, decided 
to see Canada for himself. 


He stowed himself on a Dominion 
liner, where he was found when the 
vessel was two,days at sea, but, on ar- 
rival at Halifax, he gave the authori- 
ties the slip, and by a series of train- 
jumping exploits went as far west as 
Winnipeg, some. 1800 miles inland. 

There he turned about and started 
homeward, aiming first for New York. 
Before leaving Winnipeg he earned 32, 
with which he bought food. He caught 
many rides on trains, but had to walk 
150 miles of the distance. 

When he arrived at New York the 
boy was worn out, and his clothes were 
torn and ragged. A policeman who 
found him roaming at night took him 
to the station, where he was provided 
with spare clothes and food. 


The next day, when he was supposed | 


to be sleeping, the young adventurer 
escaped from the room tn which he had 
been detained, and made his way to the 
quay. During the night he stole on 
board a White Star liner, and concealed 
himself until the vessel was out at sea, 
when he walked into the forecastle, to 
the amazement of the crew. 

He. was taken from the vessel to the 
Liverpool Police Station upon landing. 
The Magistrate remanded him to the 
Workhouse for seven days, and in the 
meantime the momentous question what 
is to be done with him 1s to be consid- 
ered. In the prisoners’ box he looked 
worn, and said if they would let him 
off he would try not to go traveling 
any more. 

His parents were in tears, and the 
greeting between them and their way- 
ward child was pathetic,

FOR LAND OPENING 


Railroad System Pushing Work 
on Branch of Shoshone 
Reservation, 


Lands aggregating 1,150,000 acres in 
the Shoshone Reservation of Wyom- 
ing will be thrown open to settlement 


in July and August, according to ad- 
vance information received from 
Washington by the Passenger Depart- 
ment of the Burlington Railway. The 
usual registration and drawing plan 
will be followed. Registration will be 
held July 16 to 81, inclusive. at Wor- 
land tres and Thermopolis, Wyo., 
reached by the Burlington ailway, 
and at Lander, Wyo., and Shoshone, 
Wyo., reached by the Northwestern 
Railway. All applicants must appear 
in person, except that former nancies 








or Navy, having had not less than 90 
days’ war service, may be represented 
by an agent with power of attorney.

The drawing will be held at Lander, 
commencing Aug. 4, and will continue 
until completed. Aug. 15 the applica- 
tions of those drawing the first hun- 
dred- numbers must be presented to 
the Lander Land Office for considera- 
tion in numerical number. Those 
drawing the second hundred numbers 
must present their applications the 
second day, and so on until Aug. 25.

Before daylight, however, Swan had disappeared while I slept on the 
ground, and at daylight Grider hitched up his buggy and hurriedly departed 
with Mrs. Wyckliff. 


STOMP DANCES CAUSED TRAGEDIES. 


These stomp dances were not only the starter of the Wyckliff troubles iny

tives came to peer from the thicket and to meet friends. 
that the Wyckliffs might be near the dance this night, but, if not, then Swan 
Darkhorse was there as their representative, took tidings to the wife, 
brought good news to us, and was away before daylight to tell Joe >Dark- 
horse that we were coming back to him. 

Two hours after Grider and Mrs. Wyckliff started we took breakfast at the 
Hogshooter home in the very room in which Deputy Marshal Henry Vier 
had been killed, presumably by Charley Wyckliff after Vier’s alleged threat 
'o shoot the Wyckliffs at sight. 

From Hogshooters we drove mileg through the most fertile and pictur- 
esque part of our journey, through rank verdure, impenetrable thickets, and 
along berutiful waterfalis and bluffs. All the way we followed the track of 
@ ougsy and guessed that Grider, with Mrs Wyckliff, was en route to the 
rendezvous. Curiously enough, at, the stomp dance, Swan had asked Thompson 
and me if Grider was “all right,” and Grider had asked us if Swan was all 
right, and I learned afterward that Swan had made diligent inquiry as to 
the probabilities that I was “‘all right” 

At an hour too long before noon We arrived again at the home of Joe 
Darkhorse in the edge of Blackjack prairie, for it was here that we learned 
that we must wait till 3 p. m. to see the Wyckliffs. We rejoiced that all was 
working well, though Thompson, still pessimistic, would not believe that we 
would see the boys till he had actually clapped eyes on them. 

OFF FOR THE RENDEZVOUS. 

It was a long wAit till the appointed hour, with never a hint from _ the 
friendly Indian as to the direction we should take. Not till the very min- 
ute of 3 o'clock would he start. 

The very first suggestion of the Wyckliff boys, when asked for an Iinter- 
view, he said, had been that there must be no camera. It would be worse 
than useless to ask for a picture, assured Joe, for it might offend the boys. 

Again, we must remember that, though he would act as interpreter and 
repeat every question we asked, they understood English, and would under- 
stand all that we said. Furthermore, We must, under no condition, make any 
kind of surrender proposition to the Wyckliffs, because it would arouse their 
anger, though Darkhorse assured us on his own account that the two younger 
Wyckliffs were seriously considering surrender plans, though Charley would 
probably stick to his determination to fight it out to the death, or to the res- 
-toration of his tribal laws and a fair.trial among his own people. 

At 8 o'clock Darkhorse sWung onto a pony bareback and sent us ahead 
‘with directions ag to the way. We left the prairie, and followed a thicket- 
bordered road out of which a man in Riding might have inspected or slaugh- 

tered passers-by to his heart's content. 

A mi’le or more through this wagon trail and we came upon a pretty home- 
stead, with an old Indian woman sitting on a low porch. It was restful and 
cool’ here, and Darkhorse very mysteriously bade us wait. 

He walked away into the timber and was gone an hour. When he came 
back other Indians were there, and we had to await their departure. Then 
Darkborse walked with us through the timber again, and alongside a great 
cornfield cleared out of the woods, half a mile, to a point near a small ¢abin 
facing the field. He stationed us behind a barrier of blackberry bushes and 
vines, and went forward again, 100 yards, to the house which we could not 
now see. In the meantime an Indian plowing in the field came over to us, 
chatted pleasantly in English, and finally asked: 

“Well, would you like to see the wild men?” 


FACE TO FACE WITH FUGITIVES. 

At that moment he got a signal from the house that told us to come on. 
We approached the small house, which had no window except a small pane 
cut into the closed door. Chinking had been knocked off the walls for peek 
holes. 

Darkhorse peered through the small glass, opentttn’s door to us and we 
entered, to find ourselves in the truly impressive presence of the will-o'-the- 
wisps of the Spavinaw hills. 

I regretted instantly my inability to use the camera. The Wyckliffs had 
countenances unlike any other Cherokee that I had seen. Their eyes were 
those of hunted beasts; their faces those of men doomed to die. They were 
mute, oppressively silent, alert, sad | 

Everybody stood up. We shook hands all around without a word to break 
the silence. The door was closed. It was dark inside. We were on trial by 
the Wyckliiffs. 

They had prepared to receive us. There was no chair in the room. Boxes 
were the seate. Hach Wyckliff noticeably kept his back to the log wall. 
Charley sat near a door leading into the rear room of the two-room shanty. 
John sat by his side in the corner. Tom sat on the foot of the bed on the 
opposite side of the room, near a peek-hole in the wall, bringing Thompson 
and myself between them. Darkhoree and the Indian whose home this was, 
and who had done guard duty in the field, found seats on a‘small stair lead- 
ing to a garret in a corner near the front door opposite Tom. 


Each of the three Wyckliffs had a xun in his hands, or in the hollow of 
his arm. Charley proved to be left-handed, and rested his arm on a heavy, 
octagon-barrel, °$2 model, 44-caliber Winchester, Tom had a round-barrel, ‘92 
model, 38-caliber Winchester, and John had an octagon-barrel, '97 model, No. 
88. A belt of metal cartridges was strapped around each, and the outline of 
a six-shooter was noticeable under each coat. 

Charley, leader of the three, was the older and did most of the talking 
to our interpreter. He, like each of his brothers, had a square face and a 
good head, and very deep-set, troubled eyes, which for a long while re- 
fused to smile. 

He proved to be a laughing Indian, however, and = grinned much as he 
talked, while the other two smiled lightly only occasionally. 

Charley is 28 years old, 5 feet 6 inches tall, stooped, rather squat of bulld, 
and his grin betrayed the loss of two upper front teeth. 

He wore a great, broad-brimmed, high-crowned black slouch hat, like the 
others, crushed in the center. His shirt was dark with a light stripe, and he 
woré a dark sack coat, corduroy trousers, blue underwear, black socks and 


new lace shoes. } 

The hair of all three was bushy, chopped off short around the neck and 
ears, and that of Charley and John was Indian black, while Tom is known 
as one of only two or three red-headed Indians in the nation. His hair is “ 
very dark red. 

Charley had a hoeked nose, while those of the other two boys are straight 
and long. Tom wore an immense white felt hat, high-crowned, and soft dark 
shirt, but kept in the dark of the room, but poorly lighted through the small 
window, and his full attire escaped me. 


AN OUTLAW AT 18 YEARS. 

John, the youngest, is only 18 years old, whereas Tom is 2 and Charley 
28. John is thin-faced, has long b'ack hair, with deep, dark, piercing, troubled 
black eyes. He wore blue jumpers, a dark coat and red socks, a soft light 
shirt with collar — and was decidedly the good-looking member of the 
family. 

He said little or nothing, but gave me the most suspicious and penetrating 
inspection of the trio, and chewed tobacco and smoked a pipe pprerasee’ 
the interview. 

Tom and John are taller and straighter than their older brother, and 
Tom, the red-headed, freckled-faced, bore out in appearance his reputation as 
the hardest fighter of the family, while Charley, the one with the worst 
record, is quoted as being guilty of a slight yellow streak. John, the young 
and handsome, was designated as the best shot of the three. 


During the two-hours’ interview from 6 to 7 p. m., Charley sprang to 
nis feet often, craned his neck and peered across the room through the 
sinali window, while Tom threw off his immense white hat and placed him- 
self in a corner, where he might peer through a chinkhole.

City Streets Have Been Paved 
and Sanitary Work Is 
Advancing. 


R. THEODORE C. HINCKLEY, 

M member of an old St. Louis 

family, residing at 4408 Wash- 

ington boulevard, has been living for 

several months in Panama, where he ‘is 
practicing law. 

Before going to the isthmus he spent 
several years in the Philippines prac- 
ticing his profession. He is, therefore, 
a practiced observer of tropical sanitary 
methods. In a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch he asserts that no nation has 
made such strides before in cleaning up 
a tropical state and making it habit- 
able for the white man as has ‘Uncle 
Sam in Panama. 

In the short time that he has occupied 
the canal strip, he says, according to 
Mr. Hinckley, fairly banished the hith- 
erto omnipresent “yellow jack’’ and 
maie the district comparatively health- 
ful. Here are some excerpts from Mr. 
Hinckley’s letter: 

“Ina the five months that I have been 
here on the Isthmus of Panama condi- 
tions have changed wonderfully in all 
lines; in fact, so much so, that a state- 
ment in relation to conditions as they

“The city of Colon is rapidly being put 
into as good shape as can be expected. 
One must realize the terrible task to 
drain, as well as keep clean, a city 
that is but a few feet above sea level, 
and parts of which are overflowed by 
the high tide. Colon. while not at pres- 
ent the most desirable place in the 
world to live in, will some day be a big 
commercial city. 

“The congestion of freight at the Co- 
lon end of the canal route has been en- 
tirely done away with. The docks are 
usually clear of freight a few days 
after a boat arrives, and commodities 
of all kinds are shipped across’ the 
Isthmus with as much promptness as 
could be expecfed. 

“Of course, only the preliminary steps 
to the building* of the greatest artificial 
waterway in the history of the world 
have been taken, and I think I do not 
exaggerate when I say that it will be 
something like a year before the max- 
imum output of dirt will be taken out 
of the great ditch.

existed then would seem at the present 
to be falsehoods. 

“The yellow fever was then not a 
thing of the past, the work on the canal 
was not going along very rapidly, nor 
did they seem to have much system 
about it. 

“Government employes were riding up 
and down the canal strip apparently 
looking for something to do. Everybody 
traveled over the railroad on a pass and 
one evening, after he had taken a trip 
across the zone from Panama to Colon, 
I happened to be seated at the same 
table in the Washington Hotel with 
the conductor. I asked him how many 
persons had paid cash fares from Pan- 
ama to Colon, whereupon he informed 
me that I was one of two out of 180 
who had actually paid in cash for the 
ride. 

“The streets of Panama were not 
paved, as we see them in the picture of 
the Old Church and Public Park, plum- 
ing was in but few of the houses, and 
at the leading hostelry in the city there 
was not a tub, th or shower to be 
had, but one cor get a small tin of 
water to bathe in for 50 cents United 
States coin extra. 

Some of the Changes. 

“Colon was in a worse shape than 
Panama, but was not even then so bad 
as Mr. Bigelow described it. The docks 
at Colon were overloaded with incom- 
ing freight for the Isthmus and the 
South American ports, and it seemed 
as though the terrible congestion of 
freight at the Colon end of the canal 
would never be broken. 

“Summing this all up, it takes no 
more than.the average person to reach 
the conclusion that while all was not 
lost to the home Government on the 
Isthmus, it was, to say the least, in a 
tight fix in its new Central American 
land belt. 

“The eyes of the whole world were 
then upon us, as they are at present. 
You could even hear it said here by the 
doubting Thomas that our Government 
was about to make blunders far worse 
than any poor Ferdinand de Lesseps 
and the French companies had ever 
made. 

‘But what has proven to be the fact? 
Let us take the health conditions to be- 
gin with. There has been only one case 
of and death from yellow fever in the 
past five months, and the death rate 
per thousand among the whites is 
about the same as in the States, while 
the death rate of the blacks here, in- 
cluding the Jamaicans, Barbadians and 
Martiniquans, is per thousand much 
greater than it is among the whites. 

“Is this so bad for a country that five 
months a@go every one considered a 
‘hell hole?’ 

Credit for Cel. Gorgas. 

“Much credit for the health conditions 
here should be given to Col. W. C. Gor- 
gas, who is known to every one by his 
good record in Cuba during the clean- 
ing of the city of Havana and the yel- 
low fever scare there. 

“Take the employes of the Isthmian 
Canal and the Panama Railroad next 
and we find that, where the Govern-

hig weapon in his flight—these are a 
few of the incidents. 

Mrs. °Kinnan died a short time afier 
the assault, in Fordham Hospital. She 
never recovered consciousness to an ex- 
tent sufficient to allow her to give a 
clew to the identity of her assailant. 
Undoubtedly she knew him, for _her 
aged mother, Mrs. Stenton heard them 
talking in a confidential way. The first 
person to reach her side after she was 
stricken down says that she. groaned: 

‘‘He hit me, oh, he hit me. How could 
he do it.’’ 

Detectives are searching for Richard 
or “Dick’’ Kinnan, the husband of the 
murdered woman, who jdeserted her 
eight years ago.

Prior to Black Friday Mrs. Stenton 
was a wealthy woman, a friend of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt and a figure in soci- 
ety. Shne saved the old mansion and 
some money out of the wreck of her 
fortune, but of late she artd her daughter 
were in dire straits. What money they 
got hold of was claimed by creditors be- 
fore it was warm in their hands. 

About 20 years ago Mrs. Stenton's 
Aaughter married Richard Kinnan, 
whose family lived diagonally opposite 
the Stenton mansion, Kinnan was not 
a good provider. He was a sewing ma- 
chine agent, street preacher and wand- 
erer. Eight vears ago she dropped out 
of sight. - 

Mrs. Kinnan took up the profession of 
trained nurse and was connected with 
Hahnemann Hospital for several years. 
Three yedrs ago there was a fire in the 
old house, and William Clinchy, an aged 
and well to do contractor, was called 
in to make repairs.

Street Cars Stop. 

Street cars, with the interurban and 
local lines, have been tied up since 4 
o'clock. Sick, by the thousands, in pfi- 
vate in the hospitals, are 
erying for water, which cannot be given 
them, and many of them are actually 
dying of thirst. Elevators in the sky- 
scrapers and hotels stopped. Dining 
rooms in the hotels and many restau- 
rants were forced to close up because 
of lack of water with which to cook 
and wash dishes. The telephone system 
is partially crippled. The main €x 
change, which depends upon its Own 
power, was forced to suspend, but some 
of the branch exchanges are still In Op-

St. Louis pays from $2 to $6 per 
car. New York pays $15 to $20; Balti- 
more, $3 to $25; Kansas City, $3 to $6.” 

Increase Was Defeated. 


For ten years the assessment of the 
St. Louls Terminal properties has been 
a subject of contention among the 


members of the State Equalization 
Board. 

Before the present Equalization 
Board, composed of one Democrat and 
four Republican officials, the board 
Was composed exclusively of Demo- 
cratic members. . Usually the vote was 
3 to 2 against an increase of the Ter- 
mfnal assessment. 

In 1901, immediately after the law 
requiring franchises to be taxed was 
passed by the Legislature, the board 
made an increase of $1,500,000 in the 
Terminal assessment. This action was 
rescinded a year later, and the assess- 
ment was cut down to the old figure. 

Former Attorney-General Crow, 
now conspicuous in the free bridge

In the course of his address to the 
board, Mr. Highleyman warned the

It was shown at that time, from the 
Statement of Auditor Hanna, that the 
Terminal gets a yearly rental of 
$300,000 from its Union Station prop- 
erty.

“WORTHLESS” SUBWAY 
MAIN BAGGAGE ARTERY. 


In addressing the State. Board of 
Equalization at Jefferson City, Judge 
Spencer referred to the Union Station 
$1.000,000 subway as “absolutely worth- 
less." A Post-Dispatch reporter visited 
the station yesterday afternoon to learn 
the extent to which the subway is used 
and the value placed on it as a part of 
the station property. 

Mail and baggagemen who have been 
employed at the stavion for many years, 
and who handled mail and baggage 
there before the subway was built, say 
that practically every piece of mail, 
baggage and express coming into or 
leaving St. Louis by rail is received at 
or sent from the subway. 

Each train that cOmes into St. Louis 
dumps its entire consignment of mail, 
baggage and express into the subway, 
where it is sorted and sent to its dese 
tination. Each train pulling out’ of 
Union Station receives its load of mail, 
baggage and express from the subway. 

The subway is not merely a drivewav 
extending under the tracks from the 
Twentieth street to the Eighteenth 
street side. It is labyrinthian, with a 
dark driveway and express offices lead - 
ing out under the yards near the Twen- 
tieth street side, and a transverse drive- 
way under the ®ards further out from 
the mouth of the train shed. 

When a train backs into the station 
trucks are sent up on elevators from 
the subway. Each platform running be- 
tween the tracks has two elevators. _ 

One is under the sheds, and ig used 
for the baggage trucks, the other, a lit- 
tle further out. {is for express, The con- 
tents of express, baggage and mail cara 
are unloaded on these trucks, and the 
trucks are pushed a few feet to the 
elevators and are taken to the subway 
for distribution.

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Nebraska Folks Believe They 
Have to Give Up Homes 
on Bluffs. : 


DECATUR, Neb., June 9.—This little 
city, situated on a big bluff overlooking 
the majestic Missouri River, is slowly 
slipping into the river, and unless the 
town is depopulated or moved within the 
next five years, it will meet with a dis- 
aster which may cause the loss of lives. 

Decatur is high up on bluffs on the 
west shore of the river. The Missouri 
ten years ago undertook to undermine 
the bluff and has succeeded so well that 
each year large portions of the incorpo- 
rated city are washed away. 

Already ten residence have been moved 
back from the edge of the biuff, s0 
threatening at times has the aspect ap- 
peared. The town mayor has issued a 
proclamation condemning a large area 
of land on the edge of the bluff 709 feet 
back from the river. This will not be 
occupied, as it is in immediate danger 
of being precipitated into the surging 
yellow water of the “Big Muddy.” 

The bluff on which Decatur was lo- 
cated in the early days are over 100 feet 
high and was deemed a safe place for 
a town, on account of the defenses 
against Indians. 

Now that the dndians are no more and 
the town is growing, but here comes a 
new enemy. 

Men who have grown gray and reared 
large families and own considerable land 
in the vicinity of the depredations of the 
famous stream, now find they can carry 
no insurance on their houses and be- 
cause there is nothing in the contract 
of any insurance which assures protec- 
tion from erosion 

There is no way to build protection tn 
the shape of dikes because of the almost 
precipitous sides of the bluffs on the 
west side of the Missouri River. The 
walls are almost perpendicular and of 
soft yielding clay.

HUNDREDS. BURIED 
ALIEN ENGLAND 





London Society Declares Ten 
Persons Dissected: While 
Still Alive. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
‘ New York World. 

LONDON, June 9.—The London Asso- 
ciation for the Prevention of Premature 
Burials has just caused to be made pub- 
lic the fact that records. are in its pos- 
session of 219 persons who have 
buried alive in England within the past 
ten years. 

Of these the society possesses regular 
proofs and testimony in 149 cases, 
among which are those of ten persons 
who were cut up for anatomical pur- 
poses while still alive; of eight other 
persons who were embalmed while not 
yet dead, and even of one who was cre- 
mated while still alive.

LONDON, June 9.—~Alfred Yorke, a 
young explorer who has spent more 
than two years in the French Congo 
and the German Cameroons, has just 
arrived here, and relates that during his 
travels in the latter territory he has 
found a portion of the country entirely 
in possession of -enormous gorillas, 
standing six feet in height. 

The natives had been driven away by 
the ferocious animals, who even suc- 
ceeded in getting rid of all the monkeys.

LOSt SUFFRAGE 


Canada Plans Drastic Law to 
Drive Citizens to the 
Polls. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 9.—The Ca- 
nadian Parliament contemplates the en- 
actment of the most drastic provision of 
its election laws ever before attempted. 
It is one which will remove, to a large 
extent the absolute freedom enjoyed by 
an elector of this country. 

It is proposed to disfranchise any voter 
for a period of six years, who, without 
good and sufficient reason, neglects or 
refuses to. vote at any poll held for the 
election of a member of Parliament. 
This measure will likely become law 
at the present session. It will not com- 
pel an elector to vote, but it ‘will pen- 
alize him if he does not, by preventing 
him from voting at any other election 
for six years. 
poll and cast his ballot, 
blank, spoiled or otherwise, 
avoid the certain penalty 
chisement. 

No person shall be disqualified if he 
has been prevented from voting by ill- 
ness or by any Other proper cause, and 
makes oath to the fact. Any 
who att empts to vote at 
while he is under sentence of disqualifi- 
cation will be subject to a fine of $100, 
and, in case of default, to three months’ 
imprisonment.

Burlington Intends to Develop 
Coal Business of the 
Northwest. 


Announcement that the management 
of the Burlington road would, after July 
1, operate the Quincy, Omaha & Kan- 
sas City as a feeder of the Kansas 
City-Chieago branch of the system 
caused considerable comment in the 
coal mining interests of St. Louis and 
vicinity.

superintendent, having all other 
branches of the management under the 
Burlington ‘general officers. With re- 
duced operating charges, the coal on 
this branch in Missouri and Iowa will 
be taken across the Missouri River at 
Omaha and thence into the Northwest 
saving a large mileage over the St.

SAVE COAL FREIGHT 





A coal operator whose mines are in 
Illinois, within 2 miles of St. Louis, 
dictated the following article in favor 
of a free bridge to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night, but declined to allow 
the use of his name, pleading that the 
operators were at the mercy of the 
railroads which handle their product: 

“The railroads haul into East St. 
Louis every year between six million 
eight hundred thousand and seven mil- 
lion tons of soft coal. Two-thirds of all 
this coal comes from within 25 miles of 
St. Louis. 

“There are several railroads not mem- 
bers of the Terminal combine, which 
handle about forty per cent of this soft 
coal supply or between two million six 
hundred thousand and two million eight 
hundred thousand tons. 

“If the city had a free bridge these 
independent lines could absolutely choke 
it\with coal tonnage. They could send 
across it about two hundred thousand 
tons or ’six.thousand carloads a month. 
The freedom of this coal from bridge 
would save consumers $500,000 a 
year, and besides would quickly de- 
stroy the bridge toll on the coal handled 
by the railroads in the Terminal com- 


tolls

Fuel Used in City Institutions Alone Would Cost $30,000 Less Per 
Annum. and Saving to Entire City Would Amount to 
More Than a Million a Year. 


“The railroads have combined to 
raise the freight rate on coal by the 
very move which they boast of as ab- 
sorption of the bridge toll. This move 
alone will cost consumers $100,000 a 
month or more than $1,100,000 a year. 

“The present rate On coal, which has 
been in effect for a year, is 25 cents a 
ton to East St. Louis and 4 cents to 
St. Louis. A new rate, to go into effect 
June 15, is 40 cents to East St. Louis and 
6) cents to St. Louis. 

“That is a reduction which doesn’t 
reduce. 

“It is true that there has been a 
reduction of the transfer charges on 
coal from 30 to 0 cents a ton, but 
the Municipal Terminal Commission 
cannot claim credit for this. It was 
due to the action of the Wabash, 


which annourced independent action 
in regard to switching charges for 
the benefit of its customers in St. 
Louis. 

“The municipal government of St. 
Louis in the various city institutions 
uses 150,000 tons of coal a year. It 
used to pay the. Terminal combine 
$45,000 a year in transfer charges. 
Under the new rate it must pay $30,- 
000. Thus a free bridge would save 
the city” $30,000 a year on its coal 
bill, or one-third of the interest on 
the $3,500,000 bonds required for the 
bridge at 3 per cent.”

One of these is betng worked 
through the committeemen, according 
to these informants.

“If they do not obey instructions, 
then their proteges at the City Hall 
will be dropped from the city’s pay- 
roll. I think that this will be a suf- 
ficient reason for the ‘united action 
by these committeemen in securing 
the defeat of the free bridge.” 


CHT FOLLOWS 
TROOP DEPARTURE 


Ohio Mine Guard Wounds 
Striker Two Hours After 
Soldiers Go. 


STEUBENVILLE, O., June 9.—Two 
hours after the last train bearing the 
homeward-bound State troops pulled 
out of the little station at Bradley, the 
first clash between the guards and the 
striking miners occurred this afternoon, 
and as a resuit onne striker is likely 
to lose his Hfe. 

A party of strikers were seated on a 
hitehing rack a short ‘distance from the 
mine tipple, when a guard turned on 
one of them, and after an exchange of 
epithets, struck him over the head, 
fracturing his skull. The injured man 
was borne off by his comrades, who 
were prevented from attacking his as- 
sailant by the cooler counsel of a Dep- 
uty Sheriff there. 

The guard, who immediately was 
taken off duty by his superior and 
placed under arrest by the deputy, de- 
clared that the striker attempted to 
use a knife on him, but his statement 
is not borne out by the injured man’s 
companions, who assert that the guard 
abused him and that when he replied 
struck him with the gun. 

he incident passed off quietly for the 
time being. Since the strikers have 
pledged themselves to the Sheriff to re- 
frain from violence and let the - civil 
authorities attend to any overt acts on 
the part of the guards, this being one 
of.the conditions under which the sol- 
diers were withdrawn. 

The strikers demanstrate an inclina- 
tion to stand by their promise, since 
they know that without the presence of 
the military no attempt will be made 
to start the mines with strike-breakers. 

The Bradley mine, which has been 
operating with nonunion men since 
Monday, the day of the arrival of the 
troops, shut down indefinitely this aft- 
ernoon. The company deemed it inad- 
visable to operate without the presence 
of the troops. The operation of the 
Plumerun mine wil! continue under the 
protection of the armed guards, accord- 
mg to advices tonight. Only two men 
are working here however,and not a c®%r

PORTUAND, Ore., June 9,.-—Multno- 
mah County’s Courthouse is not haunted 
after all. Muffled thuds echoed through 


its halls long after the closing hour, and 
although no blue lights have yet been 
seen fiickering about the building at 
midnight, the impression gained strength 
that the old structure was haunted. 
But it was all a mistake, William 
Waterford, one of the janitors, had oft- 
en heard the mysterious sounds, and for 
a long time was of the opinion that the 
ghost of a man who committed suicide 
in the Courthouse a year ago wads roam- 
ing about the building.

WICHITA, Kan., June 9.—Nellie Cor- 
nelison, the little girl who killed her 
young sister in a barn at the rear of 
1145 Dayton avenue, Jan. 14, 1902, and 
who has been in the Industrial School 
at Beloit since June of that year, will 
likely be dismissed from tne school and 
allowed to return home to her parents.

MUST PAY TAXES 
ON THEIR CHICKENS, 


Assessor Considers Fowls as 
Personal Property. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ill... June 9.—One of 
the peculiar things about listing persona] 
property is that in* some counties cer- 
tain property is subject to taxation, 
while in an adjoining county the same 
kind of property is not listed. This has 
ireference to the listing of chickens in 
Shelby County. : 

Abe Kemp, Assessor of Ash Grove, 
cays he is compelled to asseSs a farmer 
along the county line in Shelby County, 








is not called upon to pay taxes on chick- 
ens. In Ash Grove last year there was 
33145 worth of chickens. Taking that 
township as an average, there is about 
$70,000 worth of chickens in the county. 
Allowing the average rate of taxation at 
$ per cent, the tax raised on the chick- 
ens assessed last year amounted to 
about $2800. 

In so far as the local tax in the county 
is concerned it does not make any dif- 
ference whether the other counties as- 
sess the chickens or not, but it does 
make a difference when it comes to pay- 
ing the State tax. At least $400 of the 
$2800 paid on chickens last year 15 State 
tax. Shelby County is paying Just tat 
much more than her sister counties 
which do not assess chickens.

Existing Laws Make It Impos- 
sible for St. Louisans to 
Hold Securities. 


LIKE, HIGH INCOME TAX 











Mr, Judson Points Out That 
This Is No Reason for Not 
Voting for Bonds. 


Ta the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The citizens of St. Louis will vote 
Tuesday upon the questfoh of their ap- 
proval of the municipal issue of $11,200,- 
000 bonds, to be issued by the city of 
St. Louis and the proceeds applied to 
specified objects. That the city’s needs 
require this bond issue seems to be ad- 
mitted and I expect to vote in its favor. 


Assuming that the bonds are voted, it- 


is obvious ‘that the interests of thecity: 


require that they should bear the low- 
est rate of interest obtainable. In view 
‘of the growing wealth of the city. and 
tnd constitutional limitafien of 4tndebt- 
peaness, and the requirement of the ac- 
cumulation of a sinking fund for the 
‘payment of the bonds at maturity, the 
‘eredit of the city ought to be at the 
highest and the rate of interest as low 
jag on the bonds of any American city. 


* The lowest mte of interest heretofore 


secured by the city, if I am correctly 
Informed, is #4 per cent ' on the 
"World's Fair bonds of 192. These 
bonds are how’ quoted at 97 bid, while 
is bid Yor the city’s 8% per. cent 
onds. : 

It is alsotclear that these bonds 
should be purchased and held by our 
own citizens. We have a great amount 
of wealth in this city seeking high-class 
investments, and the municipal securi- 
ties of St. Louis .shoyld be eagerly 
sought by our own people aS secure in- 
vestments, It has been proposed in the 
discussion of—this bond issue that the 
bonds sholild be issued in low. denominar 
tions, such as $108, so as to facilitate 
the investment of the sayings of our 


a 


High Income, Tax. 


But our existing tax” laws make it 
impossible for the citizens of St. Louis 
to buy these bonds and pay taxes upon 
them. The tax rate for the present year 
for the Ctty of St. Louts, including 
State, city and scgool taxes, is $2.17 
The constifution of the 

prohibits any law exempting 
property from taxation other than that 
specifically named in the constitution, 
and the statutes of the State require 
that all property shall be assessed at 
its “true value.’ 

On the 34 per cent bonds assessed 
at their ‘‘true valuc,”’ the holder would 
have left as net income, after payi 
taxes, $1.08 on the $100, or a little ovér 
1 per cent interest. In other words, he 
would pay an income tax of 67 per 
eént. Assuming that the’ bonds are as- 
sessed at 70 per cetit, said to be the 
basis for the valuation -of ate, 
the holder would have left 
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$100 as net income, making an incume 
tax.of about 47 per cent. 

No government, ancient or modern, not 
even the most_oppressive despotisms of 
history, ever succeeded in collecting 
‘such an income tax. The report that 
‘taxation to the extent of 40 per cent 
of the income was levied in Cuba under 
Spanish rule aroused the just indigna- 
tion of the American peopie, yet a tax 
exceeding that would be collected from 
our own citizens who were rash enough 
to buy the bonds of St. Louis and re- 
turn them for taxation. Occasionally 
such a tax ts collected from the estates 
of helpless widows and orphans in the 
Probate Court, whose property eannot 
be concealed from the tax aseessor. 

The explanation of this anomd@lous 
situation, wherein a great city like St. 
Louis is issuing bonds for necessary 
public improvements and its own citi- 
zens are debarred from purchasing 
them, lies in the fact that our tax laws 
are not adapted to the complex condi- 
tions of modern Hfe. This is no reason 
for not voting for the bonds, as the 
city’s needs demand their issue, but it 
is a reason for remedying the taxing 
system which makes such an anomalous 
situation possible.

Is the 
peek-a-boo proper or improper, is it mod- 
est? 

The wave of peek-a-boo reform seems 
to have swept over the country in com- 
parison with which the “‘lid’’ is in- 
finitesimal. A priest has ordered sev- 
eral members of his congregation, who 
appeared in shirtwaists that he consid- 
ered indecent, out of the church and 
back to their homes to remove those 
“bathing suits.”’ 

A telephone éxthange manager in New 
York has tabooed peek-a-boo waists, 
openwork hosiery, short sleeves and 
even Buster Brown waists. He com- 
manded the mppetic girls under his di- 
rection to app@mr for duty in more dig- 
nified array. He says he does it from @ 
sense of propriety, and declares that the 
fashions now displayed by the employes 
are “‘bad for business.”

more extravagant now than ever. The 
eyelets are made larger, the- material 
thinner nd more transparent, the open- 
ness and airiness of the whole affair. 
more pronounced. And the manufac- 
turers can hardly turn them out fast 
enough to satisfy the big retailers in 
the large cities. 

The more Opulent class in St. Louis 
appears to be the largest patron of the 
peek-a-boo, society women purchasing 
heavily of the waist in which there is 
the least material. They seek lace pat- 
terns of almost startling designs, im 
which, from man’s standpoint, the 
makeup of the garment is made up 
from more nothingness than cloth. 

Of course, the wearer is supposed to 
have daintily and becomingly tinted 
slips underneath the lattice affair, but’ 
ofentimes this is overlooked = and 
glimpses of the dazzling flesh may be 
obtained.

PRESIDENCY IS COSTLY 


McKinley’s Expenses Were 
$162,000, Rooseevit’s 
$350,000.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The increas- 
ing expenses of the President was the 
subject of an animated debate today 
when the House reached the provision 
in the sundry civil appropriation bill 
appropriating $25,000 for traveling ex- 
penses. John Sharp Williams made a 
point of order against the provision, 
claiming that it simply amounted to an 
increase of 50 per cent to his salary. 
“I am opposed to any increase in the 
President’s salary,’ Mr. Williams said. 
“He gets enough now. I would favor 
an increase in the salaries of the Vice- 
President, Speaker of the House and 
senators and representatives in Con- 

gress. 

“A Senator 6r Representative is under 
an enormous expense. Why, in one 
week I had to pay out $215 for having 
BOme speeches printed. A member or 
Senator must pay all expenses out of 
his own pocket. The President has 
many of these expenses paid from the 
public funds. He gets his clerks, his 
house, his servants, his house furnish- 
ings, his light, his fuel, hig horses and

in decorations at the public expense. 
The care of all these things costs him 
nothing. 

“The expenses of the White House 
have grown enormously under President 
Roosevelt. Under McKinley these ex- 
penses amounted to $162,000, but under 
President Roosevelt they amount to 
$350,000. I am opposed to any appro- 
priation foe traveling expenses. We 
Want the executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial officers of the Government not 
to travel around, but to stay at home 
and attend to business.” 

Mr. Williams ridiculed the state- 
ments made that the President had to 
travel around to “get acquainted.” 

“A man educated to be President,” 
Mr. Willlams said, “should be edu- 
cated in acquaintanceship. He needs 
no private car paid for by the people 
to be educated in this’line, _ If it, is 
necessary, the man needing it is not 
fit to be President.” 


Would Increase Salary. 


Representative Sulzer of New York 
moved to amend the bill by increasing 
the salary of the President to $100,000 
a. year, and that of the Vice-President 
to $25,000 a year, and providing a 
pension of $25,000 for all living Vice- 
Presidents, 

Mr. Williams interrupted him 
say he regretted that a Republican 
was in the White House—otherwise, 
his language would nave been plainer. 
He said he was opposed to the in- 
crease, not aS a partisan measure, but 
because it was unnecessary. 

Representative Smith of Iowa de- 
fended the appropriation for traveling 
expenses for the President, but said 
he was not in favor of increasing his 
Balary. He sald the changes in the 


railroad laws would prevent the Pres- 
ident from accepting free transporta- 
tion from the railroads, and that he 
*ehould have the money to pay his 
fare. The railroads, he said. were 
willing to furnish the President with 
free transportation because it meant 
husiness to them and was good adver- 
tising. 

Representatives Sherley of Ken- 
tucky and Smith of Massachusetts, 
both Democrats, advocated the ap- 
propriation for traveling expenses. 
Mr. Williams contended that the 
President should pay his fare on a 
railroad train the same as any other 
He said the President travel- 
ing in such.a way would be in no 
personal danger. 

“It is a curious phase of the human 
mind,” he said, “that whom anybody 
could kill nobody would kill. If a 
member of this House went around 
Surrounded by guards there would 
be all sorts of anarchists, lunatics 
and fools taking pot shots at us.” 

* Mr. Williams said he wanted it un- 
erstood that he was not opposing 
appropriation through any par- 
tisan feeling. He opposed the pen- 
sion for Presidents unless it could 
be extended to blacksmiths and car- 
nters who had worn themselves

MANIPULATION 
LIFTS STOCKS 
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Public Looks on While Pools 
Advance Their Specula- 
tive Favorites, 
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LOCAL HIGHER 


Improvement in East Is Being 
Felt on the Home 
Exchange. 


BY R. 0. JOHNSON. 
ank manipulation by the strong mar- 
ket pools of Wall] Street was the strik- 
ing feature of the past week's stock 
market. 


The speculative public held aloof 
while the advance was on and saw the 
stocks which they had been forced to 
aisgorge 10, lo and even Ww points lower 
rise to a price level almost as high as 
that which prevailed before the San 
Francisco earthquake, and very close 
to the high record level that prevailed 
on the recent big bull movement. 

Truly the game high finance 
Watl street is being Played with 
reckiessness than ever betore in 
history of the country. 

Just a month ago, wnen St. Paul stock 
was quoted at loo, and demoratized con- 
ditions prevailed on the stock exchange, 
Violent selling. on the security was pre- 
cipitated on the report that the com- 
pany 'was to issue new securities for its 
extension to the Pacific Coast. 

‘The ridiculous report was even circu- 
lated that the company was disposing 
ot its new stock in the open market. 
And even such an absurd statement was 
given credence in many supposedly 
weli-informed sources. 

At that.time the new stock issue was 
considered a bear card of importance. 
Now. Wall street interests have the ef- 
frontery, after putting the stock up to 
179, to look on the new issue as a big 
bull development and expect the same 
speculative public to buy back their 
holdings at a 20-point advance over. the 
price at ‘which the pool, less than five 
weeks ago. forced them to sell. 

is it to be wondered at that the-big 
and mighty speculative publie refuse to 
enter the stock market on an extensive 
scale? 

Ranker manipulation to distribute 
holdings has seldom, if ever, been seen 
than that on Wall street in the past 
week 

It is true that conditions in the coun- 
trv warrant high stock values, and the 
writer. following the Frisco earthquake, 
predicted in this .column that prices 
would. quickly make almost a complete 
recovery. But it is also true that the 
advance has been brought about almost 
entirely by wash sales and artificial 
buving, and it. is an open question 
whether it has not been carried too far. 

Condition Good. 

Developments of the week, however, if 
anvthing favored the bulls for the mon- 
ev market for both time and call funds 
showed an easier tendency in spite of 
the extension of credits in the securities 
markets and the low figure of the bank 
reserves. 

Money continues to find its way back 
to Eastern centers from San Francisco, 
andup to the present writing about one- 
third of the $41,000,000 sent West follow~- 
ing the earthquake has been returned. 

Whether or not the adjustment in 
the money. market has. been suffi- 
cient “to eliminate a period of 
stringency over tha trop-moving time is 
still a mooted quésfion, but it is prob- 
able that unless the Russian politica! 
situation develops conditions to cause 
alarm in foreign money centers, and we 
are called on for much of the loans re- 
cently made us, that the year will pass 
over with much less difficulty than fast 
vear. when foreign bankers were jeai- 
ously hoarding their supplies of gold. 

The rise tn grain values during the 
week on damage reports in the North- 
west and Southwest attracted some at- 
tention, for, with the entire credit and 
business level of the country on such a 
high plane, it is generally conceded that 
at least a good harvest must be made 
if the present conditions are to be main- 
tained. 

The present prices for all grains.on &a 
good-sized crop would, however, assure 
immense prosperity to the farmer for at 
least another year to come. 

Business reports reflect no adverse 
changes, and in the steel and iron in- 
dustry, the barometer of the countrys 
prosperity, extraordinary activity pre- 
vails. 

Railroad earnings also reflect enor- 
mous increases over the returns for the 
same period one year ago, and the traf- 
fic movement in all sections of the 
country shows no signs of abatement. 

All in all, the situation holds much 
that if bright from the stock market 
standpoint, and this is offset by uncer- 
tain crop conditions, and an abnormally 
high level of stock values. 

The local market showed some _ signs 
of improvement during the week, and 
many of the favorite issues were more 
active than in» weeks past, 

The better feeling in the Eastern mar- 
kot should ultimately have its reflection 
here, and local brokers are very confi- 
dent that a higher range of valueg on 
home securities will shortly preval.

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CATTLE RECEIPTS 
MUCH LIGHTER 


Prices Strong on Best Kinds, 
but Beef Exposure Low- 
ers Canners. 


The marketing of livestock was light- 
®r at the Western markets last week. 
Only 117,500 head of cattle were received, 
while the week before 120,19 head were 
on sale. At St. Loufs receipts show a 
Slight gain,. there being 15,;00 head for 
the week, against 15,200 the previous 
week. , 

Beef steers experienced very lIittie 
change during the week. Prices held 
steady on all grades except the toppier 
kinds, which lost about J0c as com- 
pared to the close of the previous pe- 
riod. The top was $6.50 for one load of 
1300-pound steers. The good to choice 
grades sold from $4.85@5.40; medium to 
good, $4.25'44.90; common to medium, 
$3.7544.15; choice to fancy yearlings, $@ 
5.6): fair to good yearlings, $3.754 . 7. 

A firmer tone prevailed on butcher cat- 
tle and offerings were sold readily at 
strong prices each day. Best heifers 
gained fully 10@1l5c, while the medium 
kinds show an advance of 5@10c. The 
cow trade was fairly good, best grades 
selling steady to strong, but the com- 
mon kinds showed a little weakness. A 
straight load of handy weight heifers 
went at $5.10, the top for the week. The 
good to’ choice grades of heifers went 
from $4:.36@4.845; medium to good grades, 
$3.50@4.25, and the inferior to fair, $2.00@ 
3. 30. 

Choice to fancy cows sold from $3.85@ 
4.°0- medium to good, $3.256@3.8, and the 
fair to medium enes, $2.85@3.15. 

There was a_ better feeling tu the 
trade on quarantine cattle, but only 
the common to medium grades scored 
advances. There being fewer of this 
grade on sale, buyers were forced to 
pay strong to 10c higher prices to se- 
eure them. The top was $4.60, while 
sales were numerous from — $3.70@4.35 
for good grassers and good feed steers. 
The bulk of. fair and pretty good gras- 
sers went at $3.40@3.65, while a few 
common steers went at’ $3@3.30. Good 
cows, which were few, were steady, a 
few lots selling at $3@3.60; best can- 
ners and cutters ranged 15@25c under 
the previous week. Continued agitation 
of the Beef Trust, buyers say, has cur- 
tailed the demand for them. 

The run of hogs at the slx principal 
Western markets. amounted to 288.300 
head, against 299,000 head the week be- 
fore. At St. Louis the supply was also 
lighter, the run consisting of 37,300 
head, against 43,100 the preceding week. 
The trading was fairly active and 
strong and at the close of the week 
the top was $5.55, while best hogs were 
going at $5.40 the weeh ftefore. A good, 
firm demand existed for good, nice, 
snrooth, corn-fed, light hogs, and these 
kinds showed most of the advance, but 
the common grades were slow sale at 
steady prices.” The bulk of the hogs 
sol@ from $6.30@6.50 during the week, 
while best lights under 180 pounds went

Cleanliness Now Claimed a as an Indian. Virtue. 


RADITIONS were made td be smashed. At_ 

Bi least the twentieth century attitude toward 

them seems to indicate as much. They are 
falling in ruins on all sides. 

Following on the heels of the announcement that 
women will wear peacock feathers on their hats in 
spite of the combined force of tradition and super- 
‘stition comes George Wharton James, who is crel- 
ited with having forgotten more about Southwestern 
Indians than most people know, and asserts that 
the belief that Indians are dirty is all a mistake. 
On the ctner hand, Mr. James says, in a recent con- 
tribution on the subject, that the Indian is really 
the originator of some of our most vaunted methods 
of obtaining cleanliness. 


The shampoo, he says, is more common among 
the Indians than among civilized people. Mrs. In- 
dian acts the part of tonsorialist to her husband. 

“The Indian’s wife macerates the root of the amole 
and beats it up and down in a bow! of water till a 
soft lather comes,” says Mr. James, “Then her hus- 
pand stoops over the bow! and she shampoos his long 
hair with vigor, neatness, skill and dispatch.” 

Another luxury, which has long been practiced by 
the Indians of the Southwest, according to this 
same authority, is Russo-Turkish baths. Mr. James 
has himself frequently enjoyed this luxury and de- 
seribes it minutely. His first experience was upon 
the occasion of a visit to the Havasupia tribe. 


“The bathhouse consisted of a small willow frame 
some six or eight feet in diameter,” writes Mfr. 
James, “which, at the time of using, is covered over 
with Navajo blankets to make it heat and steam 
proof. A bed of clean willows was spread out for 
the sweaters to sit upon and a place left vacant for 
the red-hot rocks. As soon as all was prepared i 
was invited to take my seat.” 

One Indian followed Mr. James on one side and 
the medicine man on the other. Then an Indian on 
the outside handing in six or eight red-hot rocks, the 
flap of the cover was let down and the distinguished 
writer was soon in the full enjoyment of a “Turkish” 
bath in all itg mative simplicity and beauty. 
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which retited the fact that dloholwoh was a gift of 
the good god Tochopa and was for the purpose of 
purifying the body of all evil.”

‘ ® railroad train towards certain points where the 
UR strenuous President has now celled OUb comps are established. When they come within 


the army of the United States and, in this 
immediate neighborhood, there will be 
during the coming months, an amount of mareh- 
ing and countermarching by infantry, cavalry and 
artillery such as the Southwest has never seen be- 
fore. The orders have gone forth from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief that the United States Army, in- 
stead of lolling under shade trees at military 
reservations, must get out into the field and hustle. 

President Roosevelt believes that in time of 
peace we should prepare for war by compelling the 
standing army as well as the militia to learn the 
conditions of active service from actual experience 
in the field. Mr. Roosevelt has no use for draw- 
ing-room soldiers, His ideal officer is a man with 
several days’ growth of beard,.covered with dust 
and mud, saturated with perspiration, but having 
a knowledge from practical experience of. the 
actual conditions of service which no textbooks 
nor theorizing could yield. 

For the first time in history, the whole army 
this year will have to get out and hustle in the 
field, often with the thermometer over 90. ‘They 
will live under canvas for three months.” They 
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200 or 250 miles of the point of concentration, they 
will have to disembark from their comfortable 
trains and actually walk the rest of the distance 
to the camp, no matter what kind of weather 
prevails, While under canvas they will have to 
undergo the discipline and labor of actual war- 
fare. When the time comes for them to return 
to their posts they will have to march out of the 
camp some 200 or 250 miles before they will be 
permitted to take a railroad train to their des- 
tination. - 

These orders apply to all branches of the sery- 
ice. The infantry will be compelled to march along 
the roads in the redhot sun, carrying their mus.- 
kets and haversacks. The cavalry will have to 
march under the same conditions. The artillery 
must drag their heavy pieces over the road, and 
"be prepared to make any repairs that may be 
needed along the way. 

This is shaking up the army with a vengeance. 
The old West Pointers are declaring it is just the 
thing ‘the army needed: to “shake the cobwebs out 
of its mind” and make it realize that it is not 
purely ‘ornamental. Some of the soldiers may 
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curse the President when hiking over country 
roads in blazing sun, with the thermometer over 
90, but every one of them Knows in his heart that 
this is precisely what he might have to do in 
actual service and that it is one of the most use- 
ful lessons the army could learn, 

The period of activity will extend from the mid- 
dle of July to Oct. 15. It is believed that 50,000 
men of the regular army will participate and 
that the militia of the various states to the num- 
ber of 75,000 may. take part. It will be the most 
extensive demonstration of the kind ever made in 
time of peace. The military posts will not be en- 
tirely deserted, because the three. months’ camp 
@ves opport unity for the sending of portions of a 
command from their reservation, leaving at all 
times the number of troops on duty needed to pro- 
tect the army property. If the necessary formali- 
ties are complied with the Fetleral Government 
will pay all expenses of the State troops partici- 
pating. The latter all over the country.are eager 
to participate in the concentration. The United 
States is divided by the War Department into cer- 
tain military divisions and each of these contains 
everal departments in which are located the 
various troop reservations, forts, barracks, . etc.

REMARKABLE romance has just now cu. 
minated in lowa—a romance of the South 
Seas—a romance of two nations—the lat- 
est of a series of romances of the army and navy.

Mrs. Afong, mother of this remarkable family, is 
Portuguese-English, and had much to do with the 
financial suecess of Ah Fong and the social success 
of the children. Ah Fong, however, was reasonably 
wealthy when he married his wife; she had done 
her share in advising and helping him while he in- 
creased that wealth until he was listed as several 
times a millionaire. 

From the use of the word “was” it might be in- 
ferred that Ah Fong Sr. is dead, but that is not 
known to be the case. Ah Fong Sr., although such 
a good “provider” and known throughout the length 
and breadth of Honolulu as the best of fathers and 
husbands, is somewhat Of a skeleton in the social 
closet of the Afong family. 

In 1892 Wing Ah Fong, the father, having amasse | 
a fortune of more than $10,000,000, took it into his 
head to go back to the land from which he came as 
a poor stowaway in 1859. From that trip he has 


never returned. It was rumored throughout Hawaii 


to find so delightful a place to spend their idle hours 
while anchored in the Bay of Honolulu. Ah Fong 
encouraged h's family to the height of social pleas- 
ures, and his ‘diberality with his enormous wealth 
made possible more ‘elaborate entertaining at his 
home than elsewhere in the South Seas. 

After his mysterious disappearance the family re- 
mained quiet for two or three years, but at the end 
of that time Mrs. Ah Fong took up the social eanm- 
paign, and. marriageable young. men given 
every opportunity to know her delightful daughters.

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MUMMIES FOUND IN THE 


ANY persons who have an interest in arche- 

M ology will be surprised to know that not 

all the mummies to be seen in museums 

have been taken from faraway tombs in Egypt or 

othern Eastern lands. Well preserved mummies 

bare occasionally been taken from the ruins of the 

ch dwellers in the mountain canyons of Arizona, 
and leo in New Mexico and Southern California. 

These mummies, though poor specimens of the 
munmifying art, are considered great treasures by 
selentists because they give the anthropologist a 
vague idea of the strange people who had the eariiest 
civilization on the American continent. The best of 
the ui are almost entirely ignorant of who the Aztecs 
ail Toltecs were, how they looked and lived, and 
_ why they have been so entirely obliterated from 
the face of the eaxth. 

The reason for this ignorance is found in the fact 
that no satisfactory remains of the dead Artecs have 
Leen found. ‘These people were cremationists, and 
they probably burned household effects wi.u the 
+». dead, leaving little or nothing for the scientist to 

% build a theory upon. 

Frequently a party of explqrers,to the vaile— of 


Arizona will come upon sealed jars of. burned bone 
dust. But the mummy which was found by two 
gold mine prospectors in a lonely canyon along the 
Gila River, in the heart of the country once occupied 
by the Aztecs and Toltecs, has excited much atten- 
tion. The hollow in the rocks was about seven feet 
deep and four feet high. It was evidently made for 
the purpose of burial of the body found there, for 
no other mummy has ever been found within 100 
miles of this lonely sepulcher. 


At the rear of the cave the miners found what ap- 
peared to be a chamber in the solid granite wall. 
The mouth of the chamber was sealed. When the 
cement-like substance was broken away and a flat 
stone ated it. was found that a human mummy was 
within. There was a smell of rosin and balsam when 
the miners raised the little body which had Jain there 
for 500, perhaps 700, years. The body was evidently 
that of a child, the offspring of prehistoric royalty. 
When the coverings had been removed it was found 
that the body was that of a girl about 5 years of 
age. 

There was no doubt that she was of noble family 
and that her costly and c'sborate burial, irstexd of

cremation, had been for some extraordinary reason. 
Wraprpings that filled five bushel baskets were un- 
wound from the remains. As the bands were re- 
moved peanuts and mesquite beans rolled out. Both 
were in as good state of preservation as if they had 
been placed there a few months before. A child’s 
plaything, a curious bone affair, was found placed 
between the arms. The little shriveled hands were 
clasped about bits of mesquite wood, and a thick 
mass of raven black hair, much finer than that of an 
Indian, covered the head. The legs were drawn wp in 
the position of a child creeping. The finger nails 
were perfect and the teeth intact. The nose, ears 
aml eyes were gone and the skin was broken on 
the right knee and on one side of the wrists, expos- 
ing bones, sinews and dried flesh. 

So fine a mummy had probably never been found 
before in the valley of the Arizona. It has been 
photographed more than a hundred times. Many sei- 
entists and archeologists have traveled long distances 
to see it, and say it is the most interesting and in- 
structive of all things found in that part of the coun- 
try in a decade. It has been made a gift to the 
SxJthsonian inetituttod. 
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ROM San Francisco to New York, from New 

> York to Brazil, from Brazil to London, from 

London to West Australia, from Australia 

to China and from China to San Francisco is the 

itinerary of the latest scientific bug hunt of the 
State Horticultural Department of California. 

The hunter was George Compere, who arrived in 
San Francisco by the last steamship from China. 
Compere went for parasites to prey on two kinds 
of scales that infest and destroy orange trees. One 
sort he found and carried to West Australia on a 
Government order. The second parasite involved 
the most curious quest for relief from pests and the 
longest one in point of miles traversed in the interest 
of science that the annals of such work may boast. 

The purple scale damages the orange trees of 
Southern California largely. Some months ago a par- 
asite that kills the purple scale was found and many 
of its eggs were sent to San Francisco to the quar- 
antine station for insect pests in the Ferry Building 
in cold storage. There the specimens were viewed 
with admiration by Ehrhorn and Carnes and great 
results were hoped for, Unfortunately, the eggs 
dil not hatch. Probably the cold storage was too 
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severe for them. 

How to get the parasite here in shape to do busi- 
ness as against the purple scale was a question that 
became pressing. Compere was circumnavigating the 
world. Communication was lad with him, and it 
was agreed that trees infested with the purple scale 
should be sent from San Francisco to China, to be 
taken inland several hundreds of miles in China and 
there exposed to the visits of the purple scale ex- 
terminator. 

Compere found the trees from California in hina 
at a seaport. He then had to journey by boat many 
days up a river that ran so swiftly that oarsmen 
could not row against the current, and it was neces- 
sary to have coolies on the river banks pull the boats 
along with ropes for days at a time. Finally, after 
some rough experiences, Compere reacheé the 
province that fs the home of the enemy of the purple 
neale. There he went ashore, Thousands of Chinese 
farmers in the neighborhood had never seen a white 
man before.

But within a short time St. Louis has acquired a 
a few 


good-sized colony of Greeks. They occupy 
city blocks in the vicinity of Sixth, Seventh, Walnut 
and Elm streets. Very few traces of the “Bad 
Lands” (the name by which this locality was known 
years ago) remain there. The Greeks are in all 
classes of business. ‘There are few Greek women in 
St. Louis, and they belong to the families of the bet- 
ter-off ofthe nationality who reside in the ordirary 
residence districts of the western or northern por- 
tions of the city. 

The place to see the St. Louis Greek in his natura! 
elements is at the native restaurants or coffee houses 
in the district where he lives. The coffee houses 
operated by the Greeks in this city are as distinct 
from the restaurants as are the stores. Almost 
without exception they are located on the second 
floor. They make pretensions in the way of luxuri- 
ous equipment as a bid for the trade of the Ameri- 
can population. One of these on Walnut street, dur- 
in the theatrical season, attracts a number of the 
cosmopolitans of that profession. Now and then a

At most of the Greek coffee houses it is stated 
that only the imported Arabian berry is used, but in 
some the statement is made that the only effort is 
to secure the best from the sea islands and from 
South Ameria. Aiter, being parched the berry i- 
pulverized—finer than that used in the making of 
French drip coffee. 

The Turkish coffee is not made by the gallon or in 
a large urn as in American restaurants and hotels. 
It is not made until ordered. The vessel used in 
the making is shaped like an ordinary coffee pot, 1s 
of tin and will contain almost half a pint. ‘Th: 
pulverized berry is placed in the cup—equal parts of 
a heaping teaspoonful of each being required if the 
real Turkish production is wanted—and the cup is 
then filled with one gill of cold water. The cup has 
a long handle and te cook holds it in a flame from 
the burner of an ordinary gas stove until it comes 
to a boil. The concoction is poured at once into 
the small china cup and served smoking hot. 

American visitors to the St. Louis Greek coffee 
house genera!ly ‘order without sugar and supply for 
themselves the quantity that suits their taste. Put 
the Greeks, Turks and Syrians who visit the coffee 
houses of St. Louis prefer their own method of 
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making coffee and insist on the half of it being su- 


ar. . 
: The Greek coffee houses are conducted almost 
entirely by the Macedonian Greeks, who do not ap- 
pear to take naturally to the work of regular res- 
taurant keeping. In St. Louis, the Macedonian 
Greek is given to ease in the selection of his daily 
labor. Many from that province are to be found in 
the big hotels as waiters or porters. It is this class 
that affords a regular patronage to the cafes, and 
they may be seen at almost any hour in small groups 
at the tables engaged in playing casino with the 
regulation American playing cards. Unlike the Ital- 
ians, they are not boisterous or ill-natured at play, 
and among the Greek laborers there is little intem- 
perance. 
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The regular Greek restaurants present all of the 
typical features of the regular Athenian eating 
house with the exception of the building and fur- 
nishings. Here one meets the real Greek population 
of St. Louis. In an entirely unconventional man- 
ner, the-bare brick front wall over the double door- 
ways bear in pale blue regulation Greek lettering 
the names of the two native Athenian proprietors, 
with other lettering conveying the information that 
amusement as well as food may be obtained there. 
One such place is called “The Piraeus.” 

Here a very large percentage of the newly arrived 
Grecian immigrants find their way as soon as they 
arrive in St. Louis. The proprietors keep in cor- 
respondence with the Grecian steamship agencies in 
the fatherland and give their friends all possible

assistance’ in the way of securing employment and 
a place to live as soon as they arrive. 

At present there are. Probably 1000 natives... of 
Athens in St. Louis,-and more than double that 
number of Macedonians,: Roumanians, ‘Armenians, 
Egyptians, Turks, Assyrians and: other provincials, 
all of whom fraternize with the Greeks. 

After working hours.'the restaurants are the:r 
homes and practically, their only places. of amuse- 
ment. .Those who are employed in the downtown 
district. make the restaurants their places for mest- 
ing and social intercourse at. mealtimes. Several 
of the larger Greek restaurants have a numter of 
Americans a8: regular: patrons, as well as- an ocea - 
sional party of, bohemians out for the purpose. cf 
viewing all pheses ‘of city life.

T. THE City Hall any afternoon you can find 
one of the most remarkable men in St. Louis 
selling newspapers in the corridor that leads 

away from the nerth entrance. 

, He is Charles Reavey. He was a college man. He 

lost -his sight and has been selling papers for half a 

dozen years. 
He distinguishes men by their footsteps. 

A small army of office holders, office seekers, busi- 
ness, men, gentlemen of leisure, loafers—every type 


that.a big city can produce—passes Reavey every 


weekday afternoon. “Charlie” cannot see them, but 


_, the sound of their footsteps, as they tramp by on the 
_gharble flagging, means almost as much to him as 


their appearance does to those who have eyes that 
see. 

-In all these footsteps Reavey can distinguish ‘essen. 
tial differences. What is more, he seldom forgets a 


footstep, and, when he hears it a second time, he wili 


often say, “I’ve run across that chap before,” just as 
another would say, “I know I’ve seen your face be- 
fore.” 

It has now been so long since Reavey has seen any- 
one—20 years—that, instead of associating with the 
thought of a person his face and figure, he thinks 
first of his footstep. All of his acquaintances in the

Once he said he could hear him coming 
when Lee was at the other end of the long corridor. 
He took up those whose footsteps he had never 
heard tefore.

came timidly up the steps and stood uncertainly 
the corridor 10 feet w ay. 

“You will find the marriage license office to the 
right,” said Charlie, and then he laughed. 

“You see, I could hear: them sort of shuffling, as 
if they didn’t know where to go, and I could tell 
they were young and one was a boy and the other a 
girl. Like putting two and two together,” he added 
in explanation. 

Reavey’s reason for developing his hearing is a 
singular one. When a young man, at Girard College, 
Philadelphia—he is now 41—he lost his sight by the 
running of an awl into his right eve, the left eye 
going out in sympathy. He resolved to be as little 
of a burden as possible on those around him. 

He took a four-year’s course in a blind school at 
Philadelphia. Then he became a telephone operator, 


and soon was considered one of the experts in the

OWERS’ correspondence amounts to from ten 


to fifty letters a day. He has a typewriter 

in his cell and is allowed various conveniences 
to make this correspondence and other writing pos- 
sible. Thie was not the case for a number of years, 
His book was written in a room crowded with pris- 
oners of every degree and where such a thing as 
privacy or quietness was unknown. 

Powers’ views on marriage are not of a character 
to indicate that he will select a second life partner 
from those who have addressed him without the 
preliminary of an introduction, if, indeed, he ever 
marries again. Nevertheless the proposals continue 
to pour in upon him. One of his daily tasks of 
writing—and the one that he is never said to omit— 
is a letter to his mother, who is still living at an ad- 
vanced age. 

Until recently Mrs. Powers made a trip daily to 
the ‘little station of Barboursville, Ky., near which 
she lives, for the purpose of securing her son’s let- 
ter with her own hands, and Powers never disap- 
pointed her. She is now too old for her daily trip, 
being past 80, but the letters continue to go from 
the grated cell at Lexington. They are always 
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cheerful and optimistic, Powers assuring her that the 
time will come when he will be exonerated and urg- 
ing her to beheve as he does and to try and be con- 
tented and live until he can come to her.

How St. Louis Conditions Affect the Eyesight. : 


NE-FOURTH of the people of St. Louis wear 
O glasses, “But this does not necessarily 
mean that the eyes of the American people 
are any more defective than they were 25 years 
ago,” says an eminent St. Louis oculist. “What 
it does mean is that oculists understand better 
than they did the many ways in which close ap- 
plication in a big city affects the eyes.” 

The doctor says that 25 years ago the average 
oculist did not understand glasses to the extent 
of being able effectively to prescribe them as they 
are prescribed today. It was not unusual for the 
patient to be told that nothing could be done for 
_him as long as he remained in the city, stuck to 
his bookkeeping or other work requiring close ap- 
plication, and refused his eyes a rest. He was ad- 
vised to leave the city and go into the country, pos- 
sibly off on a faraway Western ranch, in order 
that his tired eyes might recover their former 
vigor.

Not more than one person in a hundred has per- 
fect eyes.

For that reason, the defects in 
the eyes of most people were never revealed, and 
in most cases were never suspected. When the 
big cities grew up, close application of the ees 
made demands upon them which exposed a world of 
little defects. The oculists had to learn how to 
cope with this new condition, and the result is that 
while one-fourth of the people of St. Louis are wear- 
ing glasses, it is only a small per cent of that num- 
ber that has any trouble with thejr eyes. Thou- 
sands of people who wear glasses here in St. Louis 
are almost unconscious that they do so. Their eves 
seldom if ever pain them, and if it were not for 
cases placing and removing them morning and night, 
most wearers of glasses would scarcely ever think 
of them. 


“This is a proof that glasses reinedy most of the 


slight defects of the eye,” the doctor points out, 
“Usually, a patient comes in but once. The canse 
of trotble is found to be inconsequential. The 


proper glasses are prescribed. The patient gets 
them and puts them on, and so far as any further 
trouble goes, he is cured.

The prosecution had lost three of its principal wit- 
nesses in those whd had confessed perjury or been 
proved guilty of it, but the result was another con- 
viction. Again Powers’ punishment was fixed at life 
imprisonment; again he appealed after being refused 
a new trial, and again the case was remanded, 

At the third trial Judge Cantrill, after refusing to 
vacate the bench, was removed and Gov. Beekham, 
under a law that had been passed since Powers’ first 
trial, appointed the Judge to succeed Cantrill in- 
stead of his being selected by the members of the 
bar.

comé through the efforts of a citizen of the 
Southwest. M. D. Johnson, an. American, living in 
the City of Mexico, is organizing a stock company 
and perfecting patents for his new method. 

For hundreds of years the highest success in em- 
balming has been a secret of the dead past. It has 
been buried in the tombs of the Pharaohs, despit. 
the assertions of undertakers and the resolutions of 
undertakers’ associations to the contrary. And men 
have dug and delved ceaselessiv and vainly to bring 
the dead past to the light of the living present. 

But the seeret is now—not solved, but surpassed. 
Compared to the knowledge now possessed, the 
secrets of the Pharaohs were as naught. In the 
language of the racecourse, they “wouldn't even 
vet into the money.” Mr. Johnson and his new 
patent-applied-for embalming process will preserve 
heroes and paupers alike; heroes in gold and silver, 
paupers in less expensive molds. 

Mr. Johnson’s discovery, if it comes up to the 
advance notices, will be an epoch maker. It will 
cause the proud and haughty undertaker to bow him 
down in the dust of defeat. Yea, even more. Now 
shall the sexton turn his spade into a pruning hook 
and the earver and molder of statues cast away 
his -orving knife, turn down his sleeves and seek 
}. sterner tasks. 

(his new diseovery is to revolutionize the embalm- 
ing trade, do away with cemeteries and make pos- 
sible the preservation and putting up in public places 
of the actual bodies of heroes and public men, instead 
of cold and sometimes base and expensive imitations. 
By the new plan the body of a hero (if he be recog- 
nized as a hero soon enough after his death) may 
le treated, first, with the special patent fluid, and 
then eoated in whatever stuff his degree of herodom 
and the state of his friends’ pocketbook or the 
of the income-tax-to-be will allow. Gold, 
or any other metal which is a conductor of 
electricity may be used for this coating. The hero’s 
body is then immer-ed in an electrolytic solution an:! 
electroplated to whatever thickness desired and im 
whatever metal decided upon. 

iv this me hod the body is preserved, the inventor 
of the preservative claims, in the exact condition of 
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life. Even t@Bhair is kept on the head-—unless, 
perchance, the subject under consideration should be

More 
than that, even the color of the hair—always provid- 


ing that the subject has hair—is retained by this 
new pro@ss. 

‘An absolute metallic condition is' produced by the 
treatment, Mr. Johnson claims. He has not given 
out the ingredients of his embalming fluid yet, or 
anything about it. further than the results—which 
is the principal thing, considering that dead men 
are not usually concerned with the cost, cirecum- 
stances or conditions of their embalming ceremonies, 
Mr. Johnson’s silence is occasioned by the fact that 
he has not vet secvred his patents. He has applica- 
tions a in Loth Mexico and thé United States. 





He states that the sanitary condition of the body 
is rendered “entirely unobjectionable” by the treat- 
ment, and that it is reduced to a condition where it 
may not only be set up in a public place instead of the 
old stone and bronze statues we have been accus- 
tomed to, but it can be shipped with entire safety. 
If the train meets with an accident your metal corpse 
calmly awaits the wrecking crew. Fire, sword and 
famine, war, pestilence and worms are alike without 
terrors to this up-to-date corpse, 


Getting back to the making of statues out of real 
heroes, which promises to be the first considerable 
field invaded by the new industry, since the rich 
are the principal competitors in the statue-erecting 
business, it promises still further admirable results. 
By coating him with gold or silver, the features of 
a dead hero can be made to retain their exact and 
lifelike condition. There is nothing of the cold and 
graven stolidity of your statue of the present day. 

viven a politician, and the new method will pre- 
serve him, wart and all; even his cheek may be seen 
by future generation without having acquired a 
flabbiness unknown to the days when he lived and 
moved and had his being by its effectiveness. Deal- 
ing with ordinary mortals—those not sufficiently 
prominent to hang up in the park or at the pinnacle 
of a fountain, on a pedestal or in other public place, 
they can be coated with a less expensive metal than 
gold or silver and piled away on a vacant lot, like 
eordwood.

This belief has made brands of small cigars pop- 
ular before the lead-pencil size came in, but never 
so decidedly ag the present rage. For, in this in- 
stance, to the size is added the undeniable quality 
of “style.” Note the first man you see with one of 
the new cigars in his mouth and compare him 
with some neighbor who still clings to the short, 
stubby kind that have ordinarily been passed out. 
Note, also that them are usually other distinguish- 
ing marks about the smoker of the long, lean cigar. 
He is likely to be neat in his personal appearance, 
to be rather well kept and well groomed. Probably 


his hat or shoes or tie will show, also, some late 
fad of fashion, or maybe his entire get-up, from the 
haberdashers’ standpoint, will be quite the elegant 
thing. So the lead-pencil cigar travels in fine com- 
pany, whatever its other faults and failings, or vir- 
tutes, may be. 

And, if you are a woman or not a patron of the 
tobacconist, don’t make the mistake of thinking 
that the reduction in size brought about by the new

tion in prices. Styles are not originated for that 
purpose, Your lead-pencil cigar will cost you just 
as much as the larger ones, and more than most 
of the bulgy kind. They sell, chiefly, for from 15° to 
25 cents each. 

A gentleman representing a New. York firm of 
cigarmakers, of which he is a member. made a recent 
trip through the Southwest, partly on pleasure, but 
visiting wholesalers incidentally. His firm owns a 
large tobacco ranch in Cuba and he himself is an 
expert in testing tobacco, as well as being familiar 
with cigar “styles” and quatity. 

“Cigar styles change almost as frequently and the 
just as decidedly as styles in clothing or millinery,” 
said he. “Plenty of the greatest smokers de not 
realize this, however, for the reason that they ac- 
quire a taste for a certain brand and shape of 
cigars, always call for that and kick if it is not 
to be had.

“On the other hand, there is = class ef trade— 
usually the younger and more fastidious men—that 
watches the fashions in cigars closely. These men 
do more ‘treating’ than the older smokers. Their 
trade is a good thing and they are usually mighty 
good fellows, so dealers seek to please them and 
manufacturers respond to the demand. ‘Novelties’ 
frequently fall by the wayside in the cigar field, but 
that is usually due to the fact that they are made 
freakish at the expense of their quality. Given a

a HERE are still some people who believe tlie 
T earth is flat and stationary and that.the sun 
moves around it. These people call them- 
selves Zetetics, from a Greek word meaning seekers 
after unknown things. One of their number, Charles 
W. Morse of ssrookline, Mass., has just published 4 
pamphlet in which he sets forth their reasons for 
standing up thus boldly against all modern science, 
rejecting Copernicus and Newton as false prophets, 
and adhering to the teachings of Tycho Brahe. 
M is a globe simply because Copernicus said 
1 re could explain phenomena easier that 
way than any other, but Copernicus also said that 
his theory “was not to be taken as absolute truth.” 

Suppose we accept the Copernican system, just 
for an argument. Then the sun must be stationary, 
and the earth must revolve 6n its own axis once 
every 24 hours in order to produce day and night. 
Now the sun, which is 1,000,000 times larger than 
our little earth, keeps the earth in position while it 
is turning on its axis about 1000 miles per hour, and 
also while it is going round the sun at a terrible rate 
of about 1,000,000 miles per day by attraction of 
gravitation, .Now let us ask Copernicus or Newton 
where was the earth and what was it doing before 
the sun or moon was created? For the earth is older 
than the sum. S&S, H,. Parkes, T. R. A., 8. F., L. D.. 
confirms the statement in Genesis, first chapter, that 
our earth is older than the sun, on page 169 of his 
work, “Unfinished Worlds,” published in London, 
1888. 

Now, if the earth is three days older than the sun, 
and if we call cach of those days a thousand years 
long, to suit those who cherish that belief, what was 
the earth doing all that time with nothing 
to rest upon and nothing to hold it up while 
it was whirling at the rate that some would like to 
have us believe?

Now the facts of the case are against them, for 
when the hull has wholly disappeared from our view

The Copernican system teaches, third, that day and 
night are caused by a stationary sun shining on a 
whirling globe; whereas we clair: that the sun never 
sets, but disappears from our view while going 
around its circuit, on account of its distance from 
us. It is the law of perspective that makes it look 
as though the sun was going down as it goes away 
from us. 

The Copernican system teaches, fourth, that the 
eclipses of the moon are caused by the earth pass- 
ing between the sun and the moon, and the shadow 
of the earth causes the eclipse; but we have on rec-

here by St. Louis. It is the creation of N. O. Nel- 
son, the well-known philanthropist and manufactur- 
er.
